Fifth Report by the Board of Trade of proceedings under 
section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888. 



TO THE PRESIDENT OP THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

Sib, March 1897. 

I HAVE the honour to report the proceedings which have been taken with 
reference to complaints made under section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 
1888, and under section 1 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894, during the 
years 1894, 1895, and 1896. 

As you are aware, section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, provides 
that, — 

(1.) *^ Whenever any person receiving, or sending, or desiring to send goods by any 
railway is of opinion that the railway company is charging him an unfair or 
an unreasonable rate of charge, or is in any other respect treating him in an 
oppressive or unreasonable manner, such person may complain to the Board 
of Trade. 

(2.) "The Board of Trade, if they think that there is reasonable ground for 
complaint, may thereupon call upon the railway company for an explanation, 
and endeavour to settle amicably the differences between the complainant 
and the railway company/' 

The clause imposes upon the Department the duty of endeavouring to arrange 
the differences between traders and railway companies which, in some instances, 
might be brought before the law courts, but which the Legislature appear to consider 
might be usefully dealt with by the friendly action of the Department. 

The Board of Trade have no power to enforce their decisions, and the only sanction 
of the clause is a report to Parliament under sub-section 4 of the section, which 
provides that, — 

(4.) " The Board of Trade shall from time to time submit to Parliament reports 
of the complaints made to them under the provisions of this section, and the 
results of the proceedings taken in relation to such complaints, together with 
such observations thereon as the Board of Trade shall think fit." 

With regard to section 1 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894, the section 
provides that complaint may be made to the Board of Trade of the unreasonableness 
of any rate or charge which has been directly or indirectly increased since the 
31st December 1892, and if the Board of Trade are imable to effect an amicable 
settlement under section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, the com- 
plainant may submit his complaint to the Railway and Canal Commissioners for 
adjudication. 

During the period to which this report relates, some 2,166 complaints were submitted 
to the Board of Trade, 305 under section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 
1888, and 1,861 under section 1 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894. The cases 
under the latter Act have been fully and ably dealt with by Mr. Pelham. 

Nearly all the complaints under the Act of 1894 were submitted within six months 
from the date of the passing of the Act, in order that the complainants might be 
in a position, if necessary, to claim damages from the railway companies under the 
provisions of bub-section 5 of section 1 of the Act. Of the 1,861 complaints 
received 1 ,058 have been dealt with, and it is gratifying to observe that in a large 
number of cases amicable settlements have been eflected. In cases where it was 
impossible to effect a settlement the Board of Trade ha^e issued certificates -to the 



complainants to enable them to submit their complaints to the Railway and Canal 
Commissioners in accordance with the Act. With regard to the remaining complaints 
under the Act of 1894 it will be seen from the report which Mr. Pelbam has made to 
me, and which is presented herewith (see page 76), that in some cases negotiations are still 
in progress, while in a number of other cases the complainants have not accepted the 
oflTers which have been made to proceed to a hearing of their complaints at the Board 
of Trade in order, if possible, to bring about an amicable settlement. Unless these 
complainants accept invitations to meetings with the railway companies it is proposed 
to dispose of the cases, so far as the Department is concerned, by the issue of 
certificates intimating that the Board of Trade have taken the preliminary steps 
contemplated by section 1 (3) of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894. It will 
further be seen from Mr. Pelham's report that in a comparatively few cases he has been 
unable to obtain replies from the railway companies, but in these cases the Board of 
Trade ofiered to arrange meetings without waiting for the replies. The complainants, 
however, have shown a corresponding unwillingness to proceed, so that little progress 
has been possible with this class of case. 

The procedure governing cases under section 31 of the Act of 1888 has been the 
same as that adopted in previous years. 

The Appendix to this Report contains the usual particulars of the complaints made 
under that section and of the action taken by the Board of Trade upon the complaints. 
Of the 305 complaints submitted, 168 related to rates complained of as being 
unreasonable or excessive, 14 to higher rates being charged for shorter distances on 
the same line, 36 to disproportionate rates or higher rates for shorter distances not 
on the same line, and 87 were complaints of a miscellaneous character which cannot 
very well be classified. The latter included complaints relating to the provision of 
trucks, the provision of weighing machines for the purpose of weighing traffic, the 
provision of accommodation for the delivery of coal consigned to complainants, the 
refusal of railway companies to take responsibility for the late delivery of merchandise, 
the absence of through rates or tolls, the classification of traffic, and claims for rebate 
in respect of services not performed or accommodation not provided by the railway 
companies. 

The results of the proceedings taken in 80 cases were either satisfactory or partially 
satisfactory to the complainants, and in a number of these cases the complainants 
expressed their thanks to the Board of Trade. Correspondence was sufficient, in some 
cases, to bring about an amicable settlement, the railway companies, in some instances^ 
removing the cause for complaint as soon as their attention was called to it, while 
in other cases the result was obtained by means of a conference at the Board of Trade 
between the parties. 

In 124 cases no further communications were received from the complainants after 
they had received the replies of the railway companies. In some cases the com- 
plainants, no doubt, foimd that they had made their complaints under a misapprehension 
as to the facts, and in others the complainants, presumably, were not prepared to 
question the position taken up by the companies in their replies. 

In 85 cases no satisfactory results to the complainants were obtained. Of these 
cases — 

Eight related to complaints of increased rates lodged before the passing of the 
Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894, and in these cases the complainants have 
either submitted complaints under that Act or have had their attention called 
to the Act. 

In forty-six cases the Board of Trade did not see their way to take any further 
action after receiving the replies of the railway companies, or were unable to 
bring about an amicable settlement. 

In eight cases the railway companies were pressed at conferences or in 
correspondence to make some concessjion or to reconsider the complaint. In three 
of these cases the companies made suggestions which the complainants refused to 
accept as a satisfactory settlement. In four cases the companies did not see their 
way to make any ofier, and in one case the company refused to reconsider the 
complaint on the ground that it had already been fully considered. 

In six cases the complainants did not accept the offer of the Board of Trade to 
arrange a conference. 

In eleven cases the issues involved were of a legal character. 
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In two cases the complainants decided, in view of the attitude of the companies, 
to send their traffic by water instead of by raiL 

In the case of two complaints with regard to through tolls on canals, both sides 
refused, at a conference held at the Board of Trade, to recede from the position 
they had taken up in the matter, and, consequently, it was impossible to effect an 
amicable settlement. 

In one case the complainants did not proceed, as they said that the question 
involved would be raised in another case. 

In one case the railway companies admitted the grievance of the complainants, 
but could not agree among themselves how it should be adjusted. 

The railway companies, in their replies to some complaints, pointed out that the 
rates complained of were below the maximum rates authorised to be charged. In 
other cases the companies stated that the complaints were due to the action which they 
had felt bound to take during the revision of rates to abolish preferences which might 
have been considered undue, or that to do as the complainants wished would render 
them liable to complaints of undue preference. Of the 14 cases of complaint of higher 
rates being charged for shorter distances on the same railway, three were settled 
amicably, and in the remaining cases the railway companies contended that the lower 
rates for the longer distance were justifiable on the ground of water competition, 
existence of shorter route, or other exceptional circumstances. 

In no case was complaint made that lower rates were charged on foreign traffic than 
on home traffic. But in two cases complaint was made that lower rates were charged 
on traffic for export than on traffic for home use, and in two cases complaint was 
made of rates on import and export traffic respectively being too high. 

The complaints of lower rates on traffic for shipment related to the conveyance of 
sulphate of alumina from Blaydon to Barrow and sulphate of ammonia from Midcalder 
to Bo'ness. The rate charged on sulphate of alumina was 13s. 4d. per ton for home 
use, while for export the rate was 12s. 6d. per ton. On sulphate of ammonia intended 
for home use the rate charged was 6s. 3d. per ton, while for export the rate charged 
was only 3s. lid. per ton. In the latter case the Board of Trade asked the railway 
company to consider whether the difference between the rates could fairly be main- 
tained. In neither case did the railway companies see their way to make any 
alteration. 

The two complaints of the rates charged on import and export traffic related to 
the conveyance of Swedish bar iron and edge tools. In the former case complaint 
was made, through the Sheffield Chamber of Commerce, that the rate for the con- 
veyance of Swedish bar iron from Sunderland to Sheffield had been increased. The 
railway company stated that the old rate was a special rate, which they abolished 
during the revision of rates on account of its anomalous character, and they did not 
consider they could properly continue it. The Board of Trade offered to arrange a 
conference, but the Chamber of Commerce stated, in view of the company's reply, the 
complainant had decided to ship the traffic to Hull, and to convey it from thence to 
Sheffield by canal. In the other case complaint was made that the companies had 
increased the rates for export traffic in edge tools, while on inland traffic the rates for 
such traffic had been reduced. The companies stated that the rates on inland traffic had 
been reduced by the operation of the Rates Act, and that the special rates to the ports 
had been increased, as they were exceptionally low. The companies, however, subse- 
quently decided to revert to the old rates on export traffic, and tlie complainant 
expressed his thanks for the result. 

The following is a statement of the nature and results of the complaints dealt with 
under section 31 since the passing of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, 
exclusive of the complaints of increased rates made under section 1 of the Railway and 
Canal Traffic Act, 1894 :—

The Company explained that the proportionately 
lower rates for the longer distances were due to 
competition, and in order to secure the traffic, 
which would otherwise go to Cardiff instead of 
Swansea. 

The complainants, in reply, strongly urged 
that their disproportionately high rates should 
be reduced. 

After further correspondence a conference was 
held at the Board of Trade, at which the 
Company's representative was informed that in 
the opinion of the Board of Trade the case was 
one in which the Company should make some 
concession. 

The Company afterwards wrote (June 2nd, 
1893) that they were willing to allow a rebate 
of Id. from the rate of Is. 4d. per ton for the 
next 12 months as an experiment, upon 
condition that not less than 2,500 tons per 
month were sent. 

The complainants were not satisfied with the 
decision of the Ompany, and at their special 
request (October, 1893) a further conference 
was held at the Bioard of Trade. 

The contentions of the complainants at this 
meeting were based mainly on legal points upon 
which the Board of Trade have no power to 
express an authoritative and binding opinion. 
Some further correspondence ensued, but an 
amicable settlement of the complaint was not 
arrived at. 



The Ck>mpany stated that the area in question 
extends about one mile from the station and 
that it was not reasonable to expect the Ck>m- 
pany to cart traffic from and to all places 
within the parliamentary boundary of Bristol, 
in some cases three or four miles distant 

The complainants urged that delivery should 
be made from the suburban stations round 
which there was in each case a large population, 
or that there should be free delivery from 
Bristol. 

In reply the Company contended that the 
suburban stations had not the warehouse and 
other accommodation necessary for this purpose, 
that to do what the complainants asked would 
add materially to the cost of conducting the 
Company's business, and that a large propor- 
tion of ihe rates were on such a low basis as to 
prohibit the Company from undertaking addi- 
tional services for the money received. 

The complainants were not satisfied with the 
Company's reply, and at their request a con- 
ference was held at the Board of Trade, at 
which, also at their request, a representatiye 
of the Midland Railway (Company, as well 
as of the Great Western Railway Company, 
attended. 

The complaint was discussed, and it was 
understood that the parties would again discoss 
the subject between themselves at BristoL 

The Midland Company stated that no alteration 
had been made in the classification of petroleum 
oil by the revision ; that barrel traffic is usually 
carried in small consignments at Company's 
risk ; that it is frequently handled ; that it 
cannot be carried in the waggons with other 
goods thus causing light loads; and that the 
Company provide the waggons, cartage at 
both ends, and perfonc generally every service 
in connection with the transit. In the case of 
traffic carried in owner's tank waggons no like 
provision or service is called for, and the loads 
are restricted to 8 tons. The Company had 
provided exceptional rates for the barrel traffic 
wherever requisite. 

The complainants replied that the provision 
of exceptional rates was a totally inadequate way

could not be loaded in a truck it was not fair to 
say that the traffic usually passes in small con- 
signments ; that the small number of claims 
proves that the risks of carrying it is slight; 
that the empty barrels are charged for on the 
return journey, whereas the tank waggons are 
conveyed free each way ; that special accommoda- 
tion is given to the tank waggons at the stations ; 
and that the barrel traffic is often loaded into 
the trucks by the traders own men. 'What 
they required was a fair classification and a 
chance of competing on hxt terms with the 
American firm. 

In reply the Midland Company stated that 
after again consideriug the matter the Bailway 
Companies collectively had decided that as the 
classification of petroleum oil is the same as 
last year no alteration eould be made, but that 
they would be willing to consider any specific 
application fDr exceptional rates for petroleum 
oil in casks when sent in full truck loads. 

A conference was held at the Board of Trade 
with regard to this and the similar complaint of 
the Scottish Mineral Oil Association (gee ease 10, 
p. 16), which resulted in the Railway Companies 
being asked by the Board of Trade to consider 
wheUier they could not grant not only excep- 
tional rates for consignments of S tons, but also 
still lower rates for consignments of 6 tons. 
The Companies replied that the matter had been 
carefully considered at several meetings of the 
Bailway Managers, and that the Companies 
considered the rates already in operation for 
3-ton loads sufficient for the requirements of 
the traffic, and that they had acted liberally 
towards the trade. 
(1.) The Company stated that the siding at 
Edinburgh does not belong to complainants 
although it is upon their land, having been laid 
down at the expense of the Company, who 
maintain and work it. This statement was not 
disputed by complainants, but they remarked 
that the Company agreed to construct and work 
the siding as a consideration for obtaining the 
traffic ; the loading platforms, however, were 
erected by the firm and are maintained by them. 

The Company further stated that under an 
agreement with complainants which had been in 
force for nearly 8 years, they made an allowance 
of If. bd, for cartage at Edinburgh, and 3<f. 
per ton for loading and unloading. 

The complainants, however, denied that any 
allowance is made for loading and unloading, and 
contended that the whole of the 1«. %d, is for 
cartage. 
(2.) The Company explained that complainants' 
traffic sent to Glasgow is dealt with at their 
Stobcross station in that town, from whence it is 
carted direct to the ships, or taken by special 
engine over the dock rails to a point nearer the 
quay, and thence carted by the Company to the 
ship's side. In the latter case a tonnage toll is 
charged the Company by the Clyde Trustees, 
but this is not charged against the sender. The 
usual Glasgow cartage allowance is made when 
the cartage is not done by the Company. 

The complainants denied that their traffic is 
unloaded by the Company at Stobcross station 
and carted \fy them to the ship's side, the fact 
being that the waggons are run into the docks 
to a point as near the ship as possible, where 
the goods are unloaded and carted by com- 
plainants' men. 

A conference was held at the Board of Tmde 
(February 1894). The Company explained 
Uiat the rate of IO5. bd, included \s. bd. for 
cartage and Scf. for loading at Edinburgh, and 
Is. 8a. for cartage at Glasgow. After deducting 
these amounts the rate was Is, l<f. as compared 
with 6«. %d, formerly charged, and the difference 
between the maximum conveyance rate of 5*. 3rf. 
and the charge of 6«. 8<f. was for services 
rendered by the Company at each end. As a 
settlement of the dispute the Company were 
prepared to revert to the old rate of 6«. 81^.

After considerable correspondence had taken 
place, and after the failure of an interview 
between the complainant and the Goods 
Manager of the Company to bring about a 
settlement of the dispute, a meeting was held 
at the Board of Trade between the parties. 

The complainant brought forward three 
instances of the rates of which he complained ; 
(1) a rate of ISs. for second-ltand looms from 
Burnley to Manchester ; (2) a rate of 19f . 2d, 
for second-hand looms from Heywood to Colne, 
and (8) a rate of 44s, Id, for cranes from Colne 
to London, and alleged that the Company charge 
separately, and a higher rate, for boilers sent 
with and belonging to the cranes. 

The Board of Trade intimated (1) that the 
rate of lbs. seemed too high, and that soma 
reduction should be made; (2) that the rate 
of 19«. 2d, seemed to be exorbitant, and that 
the Company should inquire into it, and (8) that 
with regard to the rate to London, which the 
Company stated had been reduced, though 
they could not then say to what extent, mt 
Company should consider whether they could 
not quote a rate for cranes including boilers 
which the complainant stated formed part of 
the eranes. 

The Company subsequently wrote with regard 
to (1 ) that under the circumstances they would 
reduce the 155. rate to lAs, 7d, ; (2) Uiat the 
rate of IBs, 2d, was charged by error of the 
shipping clerk instead of 16s, 3d,, which was 
the correct rate, and that the mistaJce had now 
been put right, and (3) that the Companies 
interested had been consulted and did not sea 
their way to charge the same rate for boilera 
as for crane work, which are in different classaa 
of the classification. 

The complainant expressed dissatisfiiction 
with the decision of the Company, and in reply 
the Board of Trade informed him that they did 
not think that they could usefully intervene 
any further. 



The Company explained that lower rates are 
charged from Newcastle to Glasgow on account 
of the large amount of traffic, and in conse- 
quence of water competition, considerationa 
which do not apply to Kilmarnock, and that, 
although the traffic passes Kilmarnock, the 
rates are calculated on the distance by the 
shortest route. 

In reply the complainant questioned the 
water competition, and contended that Kil- 
marnock should be placed upon as good if 
not a more favourable basis than Glasgow, 
the distance being less. 

The Board of Trade informed the Company 
that they were not satisfied that the higher 
charges for a less distance were fair or reason- 
able, and asked the Company to further 
consider the complaint. 

The Company replied (December 1893) that 
the complaint had been considered by the 
Bailway Companies concerned, and that if they 
were not at liberty to quote the low rates to 
Glasgow to meet competition without lowering 
the rates to intermediate stations (which in the 
case of Kilmarnock were already low), then the 
rates to Glasgow must be increased, and the 
Companies were unwilling to make any such 
increase unless compelled by law to do so. 

The Board of Trade forwarded a copy of this 
reply to the complainant and offered to arrange 
a conference if he considered such a course 
desirable. 

The complainant subsequently wrote that he 
had made arrangements for the present with 
the Bailway Company and did not wish to con- 
tinue his complaint. 



The Company objected to the proposed through 
rates on the ground that they were insufficient, 
especially taking into consideration the fact that 
the trafac would pass over the lines of two 
companies. 

The Company subsequently stated that they 
had agreed with the London and South- Waitem

The case was considered with that numbered 
11 on page 16. 

The Company, in reply to (1), contended that the 
revised rates were reasonable, the rate of Is. Ad, 
being, on an average, one-third less than the 
Company's maximum powers for conveyance t 
that the former difference of ^d. between the 
two rates was a matter of agreement between 
the parties; and that the Company had made 
an offer, which they repeated, to buy the com- 
plainants' waggons at a fair price. 

In answer to (2), the Company denied that 
any undue preference was given, and that the 
cost of carrying the greater distance exceeds 
the difference in rate. They contended that the 
rates charged to the complainants were fair and 
reasonable, and that the complaint was un- 
founded. 

Subsequently the parties came to an agree- 
ment with regard to increased rates. With regard 
to other matters in dispute, a conference was 
held at Edinburgh, before Mr. Pelham (who 
represented the Board of Trade), but an 
amicable settlement was not effected. 



The Company in reply contended that the com- 
plainants were in no way unduly prejudiced by 
the rates charged from the collieries in the 
Hamilton district, which were regulated for the 
most part by the rates charged between the 
same places by the Caledonian Railway Com- 
pany, who own the shortest route. The Com- 
pany also contended that the rates charsred to 
the complainants were fair and reasonable. 

Subsequent negotiations between the parties 
appear to have resulted in an amicable settle- 
ment of the complaint. 

A conference upon this complaint and al&o the 
similar comphunt of Messrs. J. Barringer and 
Sons (see No. 3, p. 18) was held at the Board 
of Trade. The Great Northern, Great Western, 
Manchester, Sheffield and Lincolnshire, and 
Midland Railway Companies were re))resented, 
and the contentions urged on both sides were 
similar to those urged against the complaint 
of Messrs. J. Barringer and Sons. 

The Railway Companies were asked by the 
Board of Trade to consider whether they could 
not grant not only exceptional rates for con- 
signments of 3 tons but also still lower rates 
for consignments of 6 tons. The Companies 
replied that the matter had been carefully 
considered at several meetings of the Railway 
Managers and that the Companies considered 
the rates already in operation for 3-ton loads 
sufficient for the requirements of the traffic, and 
that they had acted liberally towards the trade. 



The Company in reply stated that the Directors 
had decided to grant through rates to all sta- 
tions, application for such rates not having been 
made until recently. The rates from Millbay 
and Sutton Harbour by Great Western Railway 
would be uniform, Uiough to places west of 
l'l}'mouth the latter was three miles further than 
Millbay, while from Cattewater and Stonehouse 
Pool, over the London and South- Western Rail- 
way, the rates for reasonable truck loads would 
be the same as from Millbay for distances over 
40 miles, but for distances of 40 miles and

Company having to make a payment out of 
these rates to the London and Soulh-Westem 
Railway Company. 

With regard to the complaint of preference 
given to Bristol, the Company stated that the 
rates mentioned to Exeter leave the two ports ot 
Bristol and Plymouth in as nearly as possible 
the same relative position as when the Bristol 
and Exeter and South Devon were independent 
railway companies. The Company bad main- 
tained that relative position, knowing that a 
disturbance of it would be very strongfy objected 
to by the Bristol traders, and bearing in mind 
also that owing to the heavy gradients from 
Plymouth to Exeter the cost of conveyance is 
heavier than from Bristol to Exeter. 

The complainants were not satisfied with the 
reply of the Company, and at their request a 
conference was held at the Board of Traide be- 
tween the various parties at which a representa- 
tive of the liondon and South- Western Railway 
Company was also present. 

An amicable settlement was not effected and 
the Chamber of Commerce subsequently in- 
formed the Board of Trade that they proposed 
to submit the complaint to the Railway and 
Canal Commisj^ion. 

In the course of correspondenee the Company 
stated that the public quay and road approach 
belonged to and are vested in the Company ; 
that the control which the corporation possessed 
did not divest the Company of the legal estate ; 
that the connection with the wharf referred 
to was one which the Company were bonnd to 
allow under the provisions of the Railways 
Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845 ; that the com- 
petitors referred to were entitled to the rebates 
and exemptions from toll, and that the Com- 
pany's charge for craneage was justified. 

A conference between the parties was held at 
the Board of Trade (April 1894) at which the 
complaint was practically limited to the Com- 
pany's charges for craneage, weighing, and 
wharfage. An amicable settlement was arrived 
at by the Company agreeing to charge 5d. per 
ton for these services instead of 6d. 

Sir Henry Oakley stated that the representatives 
of the Railway Companies, after full considera- 
tion, did not see their way to make any 
alteration. 

The complainants were not satisfied with this 
decision, and a conferenee was held at the 
Board of Trade on the subject. 

The complainants subsequently suggested as 
a compromise that Gypsoline should be placed 
in Class 1, and the Board of Trade asked the 
Railway Companies if they could not see their 
way to adopt this suggestion. The Railway 
Companies, however, were not prepared to 
treat Gypsoline on any other footing than that 
of paints and colours in Class 2. 

A somewhat lengthy correspondence ensued 
upon this complaint, the point in dispute being 
whether the traffic in question was or wan not 
" Chertstone," which is chargeable under 
Class C. The London and North - Western 
Company stated that they had obtained an 
analysis of it, and there was no doubt that it 
did consist of Cbertstoiie, that the complainant 
sells it as Chertstone, that the Company knew, 
as a matter of fact, that it was used as such, 
and that they could not admit, therefore, that 
there was any ground for complaint. 

The North Staffordshire Company similarly 
stated that if the traffic was not Chertstone then 
it was not the article which the coiAplainant 
professed to sell or the article which his 
customers desired to buy. The Company 
offered to accept the Class B. rate on the par- 
ticular consignment which had given rise to the 
complaint. 

The complainant, on the other hand, strontrly 
disputed the contentions of the Railway Com- 
panies. After further correspondence, the 
Company reported that the complaint had been 
disposed of by the consignee paying for the 
carriage of the eoniignment in qaeetioD,

After correspondence a conference was held at 
the Board of Trade (January 1894). The 
North Staffordshire Hailway Company objected 
to a reduction of the through rates, as it would 
reduce the proportion they receive for the 
short distance the traffic travels on their rail- 
way, and might render them liable to a charge 
of andue preference. After discussion, it was 
agreed that the complainants should re-book 
their traffic from Crewe and Market Drayton, 
the total of the loe^ rates in each case being 
less than the through rate. In this way the 
complainants would have the advantage of the 
low rates to Crewe and Market Drayton, and 
the North Staffordshire Railway Company 
would obtain their local rates. 

The London and North-Western Railway Com- 
pany stated that the autliorised maximum rate 
on the shorter and cheaper route by the Mid- 
land Railway is 65. 2d. per ton in owner's 
waggons, so that the charge of 55. 2d. per ton 
could not be said to be unreusonable, and that 
the charge of I5. per ton for waggon hire was 
the authorised charge for distances of 75 to 
150 miles. 

After some correspondence with the Railway 
Companies and the complainant, the Board of 
Trade informed the complainant that they did 
not see their way to help him in the matter. 



The Waterford and Limerick Company replied 
that they conveyed the traffic by the route 
which had the best train service, though it is 
the longer route, and that they were quite 
willing that the rate should be based on the 
shorter route vid Patrickswell. 

The Great Southern and Western Company 
replied that the reason why rates are based on 
the circuitous route is that in reply to a 
proposal they had made that the rates should 
be based on the shorter route vid Limerick and 
Patrickswell, and that the traffic should be 
worked by that route, the Waterford and 
Limerick Company had declined to recognise 
Limerick as a point of exchange for traffic. 

In further correspondence, the Great Southern 
and Western Company proposed that traffic 
from Ennis should be exchanged at Patrickswell 
and that traffic to Ennis should be exchaoged 
at Limerick. The Waterford and Limerick 
Company proposed that traffic in both directions 
should be exchanged at Patrickswell, and con- 
tended that exchange facilities do not exist at 
Limerick, and that to exchange at Limerick 
would deprive them of the use of their line 
from Limerick to Patrickswell, over which the 
Great Southern and Western Company had 
merely running powers. 

The Board of Trade appointed Major- Gen. 
Hutchinson, R.E., to inquire into and to report 
upon the proposals of the Companies as to 
points of exchange of traffic. That officer 
reported that he was of opinion that the proper 
route for traffic in both directions was t'td 
Patrickswell, and that the traffic should be 
exchanged at that place. 

The Board of Trade suggested that the 
Companies should act on this opinion. The 
Waterford and Limerick Company were pre- 
pared to do so, but the Great Southern and 
Western Company urged that it would operate 
unfairly to them and deprive them of rights 
held under an agreement dated 1860, and that 
they could not therefore accept the opinictn. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to Mr. Field, M.P. 



The Company cunteuded that the rate does not 
include cartiige at Manorhamiltou, and with 
regard to the 5rf. per ton which the Company 
stated was charged for providing straw to litter 
the waggons, they offered to allow this amount 
to the complainant if he would undertake to 
accept clean waggons, without litter, for his 
traffic.

The complainant stated that according to 
the rate book at Londonderry (Great Nortnern 
Railway) the rate of 19^. lid. included col- 
lection and delivery. 

After further correspondence the Great 
Northern Railway Company stated that they 
had altered their rate book to show that cartage 
at liondonderry only is included in the rate. 

A copy'of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant. 

The Company replied that the difference between 
the two rates was not unreasonable, considering 
that for two miles the traffic had to be pulled 
up a gradient of I in 45. The Company further 
stated that the rates were on a very low basis, 
the maximum powers to Sidmouth being 
148. Id. 

After further correspondence the Company 
stated that they could not hold out any hope of 
any reduction, and that the only way of meeting 
the complainant would be to raise any rates 
which he considered unduly low in comparison 
with the rate he complained of. This the Com- 
pany were anxious to avoid. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 
the complainant, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 

The Company stated that they had no intention 
or desire to accord to Bridgwater a preference 
over Weston-super-M are. Bridgwater for years 
past had been the centre of considerable manu- 
factories of brick and tile goods, and therefore 
a large number of exceptional rates had been 
provided. The Company had provided and 
were willing to provide exceptional rates from 
Weston-super-Mare. In their final communi- 
cation the Company stated that at an interview 
with the complainants, an understanding had 
been arrived at which the complainants regarded 
as satisfactory. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainants. 

Considerable correspondence took place upon 
this complaint. The Midland Railway Company 
stated that the traffic was principally with short 
distance places, to which, at the demand of 
traders, low rates had been fixed by reason of 
the large volume of traffic, and that it waa only 
when compared with these rates that the long 
distance rates showed any irregularity. 

The complainant pressed for a revision of the 
long distance rates on the ground that they 
were prejudicial to development of trade, and 
at a later stage the Midland Railway Company 
stated that the RiilwayCompanies were prepared 
to quote certain altered rates arranged on the 
basis of 20 cwts. to the ton, but that they did 
not consider it desirable to put these rates in 
operation until a question which had been raised 
by the Iron Ore Masters as to the weight to 
be carried per ton had been settled. 

Subsequently the complainant submitted a 
complaint on behalf ^f Ironstone Mine Owners 
under the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894, 
as to the indirect increase of rates caused by 
the computation of weight at 20 cwts. per ton 
instead of 21^ cwts. per ton as formerly.

the time being in force at Redbill Station. Th« 
Company were not unwilling, if the complain- 
ants wished, to cancel the agreement 

The Board of Trade considered that the Com- 
panies were not bound to charge the eomplain- 
anti the same rate from the siding as from Bed 
Hill Station and requested the Companies to 
reconsider the matter. 

The <»mplainant8 «nbseqaently stated that the 
companies had reduced the rate from 6s. lid. 
to 6«., but that they had refused to pay any 
advance upon the old rate, and that they were 
willing to leave the matter in the hands of the 
Board of Trade. 

The Board of Trade replied that they had done 
all they could under the powers they possessed 
to bring about an amicable settlement of the 
dispute. 

After considerable correspondence, in which the 
Company contended that they were entitled to 
make the charges complained of, a conference 
between the parties was arranged to be held at 
the Board of Trade. The parties met at the 
Board of Trade, but before the conference began 
they arrived at a settlement. 

The Company stated in correspondence that 
prepayment of the charges upon locomotiTC 
engines and tenders running on their own 
wheels was only required when they were 
returned from the makers after repair, when 
half rates were charged, which practice had 
prevailed for a long time past. The Company 
had not objected to receive from the com- 
plainants' works new engines consigned 
" carriage to pay." 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 
the complainants, from whom no further 
communication was received. 



The Company rephcd that a proposal to equalise 
the rates for soap and candh^s was fully con- 
sidered at a meeting of the Railway Companies 
at the Irish Clearing House, but as it would 
result in a very large decrease on the old rates, 
the Companies regretted their inability to agree 
to the proposal. They added that where the 
old arrangements were inconsistent with the 
requirements of the Rates and Charges Order 
Confirmation Acts they had been revised, and 
this accounted for any exceptional difference 
between the old and the new rates. 

The Company in reply to a further letter 
from the complainants stated that they had 
nothing further to add in the matter. A copy 
of this reply was sent to the complainants and the 
correspondence ceased. 

The Company admitted that their rates were 
higher than those charged by the London 
Brighton and South Coast Railway Company, 
but contended that it was unfair to compare 
the rates of the two companies, as the Brighton 
Company had formally admitted, not only once 
but many times, that a certain portion of their 
traffic was carried at a loss. Any comparison 
should be made with companies who had 
fixed their rates on ordinary commercial 
principles. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that in deference to a sugges- 
tion made by the Board of Trade in 1893 they 
had adopted track rates which had considerably 
reduced the cost of carriage to the complainants, 
and that while anxious to meet the complainants' 
wishes the Company did not feel justified in 
adopting a proposal which would entail further 
loss.

Messrs. R. Procter aod 
Sons proposed a through 
toll of 2a. 9d. per ton, ex- 
clusive of wharfage, on 
grain in owner's or bye- 
trader's boats from El- 
lesmere Port to Birming- 
ham. 

Messrs. H. Tate and Sons 
proposed a through toll 
of 3s. Sd. per ton, exclu- 
sive of wharfage, on 
refined sugar in bags or 
cases between the same 
places. 



That the Company have 
increased the charge 
for warehousing cake, 
grain, &c. at Beeston 
Castle from l\d. to 
4d. per ton per week, 
whereas the customary 
charge at Liverpool, 
Chester, Ellesmere Port, 
&c., is but l^d. per ton 
per week. 



That the rate charged for 
the conveyance of coal 
fVom the Midland col- 
lieries to Lympstone is 
10«. 6d. per ton, while to 
Exmouth, 2 miles further, 
the rate charged is only 
9s. Sd. per ton. 



The Company stated that in one case an error 
had been made arising from the intricate nature 
of their new maximum powers, in which a 
clause was inserted reserving the rates 
authorised by the Company's Act of 1846 on 
certain articles, and that instractions had been 
given to render an amended account. In the 
other case there were two rates in operation, one 
for consignments between 2 and 4 tons and a 
lower rate for consignmeuts of 4 tons and 
upwards, and complainants had been given the 
benefit of the lower rate. The complainants 
were also mistaken as to the charge for cartage. 
A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

All three Companies, in identical replies, stated 
that in their opinion the proposed through tolls 
were inadequate, and that they could not see 
their way to accept them. Other applications 
had been made for through tolls, and arran^ 
ments had been made to put into operation 
through tolls for all classes of traffic, under which 
the toll on grain would be about Ss. 2d., and on 
refined sugar about 4s. per tou. 

The complainants stated that they were not 
prepared to assent to any tolls higher than 
they had proposed, and asked the Board of 
Trade to arrange a conference. A meeting 
between the parties was held at the Board of 
Trade, at which the complaints were discussed. 
The complainants stated that they had proposed 
tolls which they could justify before the Rail- 
way and Canal Commissioners, before whom the 
complaints might be taken, and that they must 
therefore adhere to the tolls they had proposed. 
On the other hand, the Companies stated that 
the tolls they had proposed bad been agreed to 
between themselves and the traders using the 
canals, and that they could not re- open the 
question. Neither side being willing to make 
any concession, the Board of Trade were unable 
under the circumstances to bring about an 
amicable settlement. 



The Company replied that at one time the 
charge for warehousing flour aud oil cake was 
l^d. per ton per week, but as this was found 
inadequare it was necessary to increase the 
charge to 4d. per ton p^r week, wliich is the 
charge made, with few exceptions, at stations 
generally in England. The fact that a lower 
charge of 1^(2. is in force at Liverpool and 
Chester did not have any bearing upon the 
charge at Beeston Castle. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant. 



The Midland Railway Company replied that the 
facts st'ited in the complaint were correct. To 
places on the sea-coast, such as Exmouth, the 
Companies were compelled by sea comi>etition 
to charge low rates, and the Companies were 
advised that a lower rate for the longer distance 
under such circumstances does not amount to 
an undue preference, otherwise they would be 
obliged to raise the rate to Exmouth, which 
would not be of any benefit to the complainant. 
The Company added that the tonnage of coal 
to Lympstone from the collieries in question in 
1892 was 72 tons, while to Exmouth in the 
same period the tonnage was 4,188 tons. 

The complainant replied that he did not want 
the Companies to raise the rate to Exmouth, 
but to lower the rate to Lympstone down to the 
same level as that to Exmouth, as the merchants 
at Exmouth were able to sell coal in the 
neighbouring places at a lower price than he 
eoidd, owing to the rates charged for con- 
veyance. 

The Company then mtimated that they 
could not reduce the rate to Lympstoue. 

Subsequently the complainant informed the 
Board of Trade that he had arranged to receive 
his coal by water, and therefore he would not 
proceed any further in the matter.

their own trucks the 
Company refused to allow 
a rebate. 



That the Company have 
not provided a weighing 
machine at Eastbourne 
station for weighing 
trucks of ooal and other 
merchandise. 



That the Companies charged 
a higher rate for the 
conveyance of his traffic 
(old rails, scrap iron, 
&c.) than they charge to 
other firms in the same 
district for the convey- 
ance of similar materials ; 
also that his business is 
seriously hampered ow- 
ing to the refusal of the 
North British Kailway 
Company to accept 
through traffic intended 
for him from the 
Caledonian Company 
unless the charges have 
been prepaid. 

That the rates for the con- 
veyance of bacon from 
Nailsworth to certain 
places were unfair in com- 
parison with the rates 
from Highbridge to the 
same places. 

That in the large - size 
cattle trucks on the 
English raii^-ays a thick 
botuxl is used for the 
purpose of dividing the 
truck into separate com- 
partments, which reduces 
the carrying capacity of 
the truck when loaded as 
a large-size truck. 



That the Compauy refused 
to take any responsibility 
for the late delivery by 
them of vegetables and 
fruit to Coveni Garden 
market, and also refused 
to allow complainant to 
cart his traffic from the 
station to the market in 
time to catch the best 
trade. 



The Company replied that they had frequently 
supplied trucks for the complainants' traffic 
voluntarily and gratuitously, though they were 
not bound to do »o, and though the trucks did 
not earn the Company anything while they were 
ofif their system. The provision of trucks by 
the Sonth-Eastem Kailway Company was a 
matter for arrangement between the com- 
plainants and that Company. The Company 
could not allow a rebate, as the rates were 
much below their maximum powers, and they 
had to haul the empty trucks back free of 
charge. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that a truck weighbridge 
had been fixed for some years at Polegate, 
4^ miles north of Eastbourne, which served the 
requirements of several surrounding stations at 
which there was not sufficient business to main- 
tain separate machines. The Company had 
also provided four platform machines at East- 
bourne, having an aggregate weighing capacity 
of 1 ton 10 cwt. 

A copy of the reply wa.s sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

It appeared that complainant frequently con- 
tested the rates charged on his traffic, and for 
this reason the North British Kailway Company 
adopted the practice complained of. Conse- 
quently, various consignments intended for 
complainant were under detention at Whifflet 
Junction, as the North British declined to 
accept them. The Caledonian Company stated 
that complainant was under a misapprehension 
iu supposing that the^ charged higher rates for 
his traffic than those paid by other firms. 

The Board eventually informed complainant 
that as he was not prepared to accept their 
proposal for a conference at the Board of 
Trade to discuss the subject, they did not see 
how they could be of further assistance to him. 



The Companj replied that the Kailway Companies 
concerned had agreed to put certain reduced 
rates in operation to the places in question. 

The complainants, while expressing satisfaction 
with the reduction of rates, pointed out that the 
rates hitherto in force had operated unfairly 
against their trade. 

The Kailway Companies' Association replied that 
large and medium cattle waggons were fitted 
with a sliding partition to enable them to be 
used as small waggons when so required by the 
traders, in order to avoid delay when small 
^A^gons were not available. New waggons and 
those rebuilt would be lengthened to provide for 
the thickness of the movable partition. 

A copy of the «5ply was seni to the complain- 
ants, from whom no further communication was 
received. 

The Company pointed out that they only accepted 
such traffic for conveyance on condition that the 
Company would not under any circumstances 
be liable for loss of market, and that by public 
notice the gates at Blackfiiars Station were 
closed at 6.30 p.m., and not opened to the 
public till 4.30 a.m. The complainant then 
pointed out the disadvantage he suffered in 
competition with growers on other railways who 
were able to cart their traffic from the respective 
stations in time for the early market. 

The Company replied that their regulations 
applied to traffic from all stations on their rail- 
way, and that they were obliged to have respect 
to the limited facilities afibrded by their station 
at Blackfriars, but to assist growers the Company 
had given instructions for an early train to be 
stopped at Shoreham to pick up any consignments

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ant, from whom no ftirther communication was 
received. 

The Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Bail- 
way Company stated that the rates applicable to 
inland traffic had been decreased by the operation 
of the Bates Act, and that the special rates to the 
ports had been slightly advanced as they were 
exceptionally low. 

The Companies subsequently stated that for 
export traffic they had decided to revert to the 
rates in force in 1892. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant, who expressed his thanks for the 
result. 

(1.) The London and North- Western Company 
could not trace that they had carried traffic to 
some of the places mentioned, and with regaid 
to the other places, the net increase on the rates 
in force in 1892 did not exceed 2\ per cent 

(2.) Both Companies replied that no alteration 
had recently been made in the conditions, &c., 
applying to returned empties, which were not as 
stated by complainant. 

(3.) The Midland Bailway Company stated that 
the rate was affected by water competition from 
Bristol which did not exist at Huddersfield, but 
apart from this the Huddersfield traffic was 
carried 138 miles further than that from Bristol, 
and that the rates therefore were comparatively 
&ir. The Company added that the question of 
granting a special rate from Huddersfield was, 
however, under consideration. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainant, from whom no further 
communication was received. 



The Company in their reply stated that it was 
their practice to allot to certain merchants the 
accommodation provided for coal traffic at their 
depots in large towns. In the country where 
the Company had acconmiodation to spare for a 
general traffic it was the rule that any person 
could receive a truck of coal. The Company 
were not aware that such facilities were desired 
at Mossley Hill Station, but as application had 
now been made, instructions had been given for 
such facilities to be afforded. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ant, who thanked the Board of Trade for their 
prompt and effective action in the matter. 



The Company in reply forwarded an extract 
from an agreement made between the Vestry 
and the Company to the effect that the rates 
were to be mutally agreed upon from time to 
time, or that such rates should be charged as 
were being charged for similar materials. They 
also submitted a copy of correspondence to 
show that the Vestry agreed to accept the same 
terms as were granted to the general public. 
The Company maintained that, as the system 
of rebate was withdrawn by public notice in 
December 1892, it would bo an undue pre- 
ference to continue the rebate to the Vestry and 
not to the public. 

The Vestry pointed out that their willingness 
to accept the same rates as the general public 
was qualified by the proviso, "having regard 
to the quantity consigned," and that conse- 
quently the Vestry had received a rebate of 20 
per cent. ; that the withdrawal of the rebate 
did not affect any other person or body to the 
same extent ; and that the effect of the with- 
drawal was to give preferential treatment to the 
trader who sent his traffic in small quantities, 
and who required the Company to perform 
services and to provide accommodation which 
the Vchtry already performed and provided for 
their traffic. 

The Vestry subsequently submitted a com- 
plaint under section 1 of the Bailway and Canal 
Traffic Act, 1894.

Replies were received from the Great Western 
Railway Company and the Railway Companies* 
Association, stating that special arrangements 
were made between all the Railway Companies 
and the Royal Agricultural Society and others 
with reference to exhibits at hhows, under 
which substantial benefits were nwited to ex- 
hibitors. The Great Western Railway Com- 
pany also pointed out that, in dealing with 
traffic to and from the shows, great additional 
expense was put upon the Companiea, and that 
the extra charge made for collection sod de- 
livery iras a very moderate one for the servieet 
rendered. 

A copy of the replies was sent to th« com- 
plainants, who expressed thanks for the czpla- 
natioDs giTcn, and stated that nnder the cir- 
cumstances they would not prees the matter 
farther. 

The correspondence resulted in the Company 
stating that arrangements had been made to 
reduce the rate to 15ir. \0d. per ton, and that 
the charges made to the complainants wonld be 
reduced accordingly. The Compiuiy also stated 
that the rate to Carlisle was lis. 8d. per ton, 
and not 10s. 6d., as stated. 

The complainants were pleased that the 
matter had been settled as they wished, and 
thanked the Board of Trade for their attention. 



The London Brighton and South Coast Com- 
pany replied that the special rate of I2s. Id. 
per ton for petroleum oil in casks in quantities 
of 1 ton and upwards had not been withdrawn, 
but, by an oversis^ht, the higher rate had been 
charged. Any overcharge which had been 
made would be refunded to the complainant 

With regaril to the charge for empties, the 
Company stated that Havant Station is the 
joint property of the rx>ndon and South-West- 
em Railway Company and themselves, that 
the charge included collection and delirery, and 
that it was by no means excessive. The rate 
of 2d. for each empty fnmi Emsworth to Lon- 
don was only for conveyance, and as Emsworth 
is only 1 J miles from Havant, the complainant 
could send his empties from that station, if he 
so desired. 

The London and South- Western Company 
stated that they did not think the complaint 
referred to them, asi their oil rates were the 
same as in 1892, and the complainant had not 
sent any oil over their railway during I«93. 
With regard to the rate for empties, the Com- 
pany stated that they were compelled to adopt 
the same scale as was in operation on the 
Northern lines. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant, from whom no further communi- 
cation was received. 

In re[>ly, tho Company contended that they were 
not under any legal obligation to supply an 
analysis of through rates, and that it was 
scarcely fair or reasonable to expect them to 
obtain an analysis of the rates to no less than 
1 27 stations, as a^ked for by the complainants, 
though they were quite willing to give an 
analysis of their proportion of the through 
charges. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ants, from whom no further communication was 
received. 

The Company replied that, owing to the large 
increase of traffic, it was found necessary, in 
1 890, to remove iron and certain other traffic 
from Buchanan Street Station to Kinning Park 
Station.

In a further communication, the Company 
stated that it was not possible for them to revert 
to the system of dealing with iron traffic at 
Buchanan Street Station, which was used to its 
utmost limit. 

A copy of this communication was sent t« 
the complainants, and in reply to an inquiry 
made by them as to the obligation of the Com- 
pany to convey traffic to Buchanan Street, the 
Board of Trade stated that it was a legal ques- 
tion upon which they had no authority to express 
an opinion. 

The Company stated that it was their practice, and, 
in their view, to the public interest, to allot to 
certain merchants the accommodation provided 
for coal traffic at the various depdta in large 
towns, as this was the only way it was practicable 
to carry on a considerable businefis, and that 
they had several applications for acconunoda- 
tion at the station which would take precedence 
of the complainant. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 
the complainant, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 

The Company stated that, owing to the system 
in 1892 of a head rate for store sheep and a 
higher head rate for fat sheep being irre- 
concilable with the system of a truck rate 
prescribed by the liOudon Chatham and Dover 
Railway Company (Rates and Charges) Order 
Confirmation Act, 1891, it was not practicable 
to return to the 1892 system of charge at any 
station upon their line for any description of 
live stock traffic. They regretted their inability 
to reduce the rate, and pointed out that similar 
scales of chaiget for the conveyanee of sheep 
were in force on nearly all English railways. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to the complainant, from whom no 
further eonununication was received. 



Correspondence took place with the parties, and 
at a later stage the complaint was re 'Submitted 
by the Urban Sanitary Authority and certain 
traders as a complaint under section 1 of the 
Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894. 'J'he 
complaint is still under consideration. 



The Company stated that the Railway Companies 
had arranged to revert to certain special rates 
which were in force in 1893.

On the suggestion of the Board of Trade 
the Company intimated that they were willing 
to quote an inclusive through rate on condition 
that the complainants woiUd undertake not to 
contest the extra rate. 

The complainants expressed their willingncsa 
to give the required undertaking, and sub- 
sequently they withdrew their opinion as to the 
illegality of the extra rate, and agreed to 
continue to pay the charges me^itioned in the 
agreement. 



The Company considered that the complaint 
had reference to the carriai^e of commercial 
travellers' samples, the rate ror which had been 
I5s. per ton, owner's risk, station to station, 
and to obtain the 12s. 6d. rate it would appear 
to have been booked as ** hardware." 

There was formerly a very low rate in 
operation from Dublin to Belfast for hardware, 
viz., \28. 6d. per ton, station to station, as 
against the new rate of 24«. 4d.t including 
cartage both in Dublin and Belfast, and a very 
low or special classification was also in operation 
between these points, but the statutory classifi- 
cation prescribed by the Railway Rates and 
Charges (No. 26) Order Ck>nfirmation Act, 1892, 
had been adopted for Dublin and Bel&st, at 
well as for all other stations. 

The rate for commercial travellers* samples 
was reduced in Januaiy 1894 from 24s. 4d. per 
ton (including cartage at both ends) to 1 7s. 6^. 
per ton, station to station. The rate for hard'^ 
ware had also been reduced to the same amount. 

A copy of the CJompany*s reply was for- 
warded to the complainant, firom whom no 
further communication was received. 



After some correspondence with both parties a 
conference was arranged to be held at the Board 
of Trade. The complainant and a representative 
of the 0>mpany attended at the time fixed, but 
before the proceedings commenced they came to 
an agreement between themselves. The Board 
of T^de were informed that a rate of 4s. 3^. 
per ton for a special lot of over 10,000 tons to 
be delivered within twelve months had been 
agreed to. 

Subsequent corre8p<mdence, however, ap- 
peared to show that the North Staffordshire 
Railway Company and the Midland Railway 
Company could not agree as to the division 
of the rate, and the Midland Company stated 
that upon further consideration of all Uie facts 
they did not think the present rate should be 
reduced. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 
complainant, from whom no further communi- 
cation was received. 



In the course of correspondence the Company 
contended that the rates complained of were not 
unreasonable for the distance carried, viz., 26 
miles and the additional 10 miles authorised for 
the Forth Bridge, that the rates were consider- 
ably within their maximum powers, and that 
if they reduced them to (he rates in force prior 
to January 1893, they would lay themselves 
open to a charge of undue preference. 

Ultimately the Board of Trade informed the 
complainants that their complaint appeared to 
he one which virould come witlun the scope 3f the 
Bill then before Parliament with regard to 
increased rates. 



The Company replied that the adoption of the 
" smalls " scale under their revised powers had 
imposed considerable loss of revenue upon the 
Company, but .that the complainants had not 
had any of their rates reduced.

The Company replied that shoots are provided 
at Slaith waite Station, which are in the occu- 
pation of and rented by several firms, but 
instmctions had now been given to allow the 
complainants to unload their coal direet from 
the trucks in a siding. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communieation 
was receired. 

The Company in their reply admitted that thej 
had no cart weighbridge of their own at Ruabon 
Station, and stated that they were not under 
any obligation to supply such a machine for 
the use of the public. The Company had 
granted permission to a trader to erect a 
machine of his own on the Company's land, and 
they had no objection to the complainant 
erecting a machine on the same terms and 
conditions if a suitable site could be found. 
The Com])any would not stand in the way if 
the complainant could make terms with the 
trader in question to weigh his coal. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communieatioii 
was received. 

The Great Northern Railway C'ompany stated 
that at the time when the particular delays in 
the transit of complainants' traffic occurred there 
was a great rush of coal traffic after the strike 
which caused the RailwayCompanies considerable 
difficulty in dealing with other traffic. However, 
as the delays in question were exceptional, the 
Company had met the complainants and others 
b} dividing the alleged loss and paying about 
one half the claim, although they were not 
under any legal obligation to do so as the traffic 
was consigned at owner's risk rates. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, who replied that they were bound to 
send their traffic at owner's risk rates as the 
Company's risk rates were prohibitive. They 
thanked the Board of Trade for their action in 
the matter. 

The Railway Companies' Association in reply, 
called attention to the statutory classification of 
hay, and stated that in practice there was no 
difficulty in pressing home-grown hay as tightly 
as foreign hay, and that when so pressed there 
was no difference in the charge or treatment 
between English and foreign hay. When hay 
not hyhraulic or steam-pretsed could be loaded 
2.^ tons per truck, the rule of the Companiei 
was to charge Class C rates. 

The traffic in sheaf corn was very small, and 
the practice was to charge it in Class 2, but it 
was usual to provide special rates when sent in 
considerable quantities. 

A copy of the reply was sent to complainant, 
from whom no Airther communication was 
received. 



The Company stated that special steps were 
taken to provide tracks of the largest size 
available, and that it was the practice in their 
own interest to load the tracks to the fullest 
capacity.

loading, and they doubted if the scrap iron in 
question was of a light nature. 

With regard to siding allowance, the com- 
plainants contended that the rate included 
delivery to the works, and that a rebate should 
be made. The complainants stated that they 
had paid the charges under protest in order to 
get possession of their property. 

The Company, in a further reply, stated that 
the rate of lis. 6d. per ton was for heavy scrap 
iron, whereas the consignments in question 
were of a light nature. The trucks used were 
not low-tided, and were loaded to their fullest 
capacity, resource being had to the placing of 
old trays along the side of the trucks to increase 
the loading. As the complainants had raised 
so many difficulties in connection with their 
traffic, the Company had felt bound to insist 
upon payment of their charges before delivery.

As regards the 
increase of the Colne rate, the Grreat Eastern 
Company stated that during the revision of rates 
it was found that the rate to Halstead, a less 
distance, was 4d. per ton higher than the rate 
to Colne, and consequently the Company re- 
duced the Halstead rate by 2d. and increased 
the Colne rate by that amount. 

The complainants, in reply, pointed out that 
the ordinary C^ass A rate from 0>lchester to 
Colne was I5. 6d. per ton, and that by ordering 
their coal to Colchester and then consigning it 
to Colne, they could effect a considerable saving 
though the Company would have to convey it 
an additional 24 miles. 

Subsequently the Great Eastern Railway 
Company stated that an interview had taken 
place with the complainants, and although a 
definite settlement had not been arrived at, it 
was agreed on both sides to let the matter rest 
for a time. 

The Company stated that the carriages in question 
were conveyed by passenger train upon instruc- 
tions given by the complainant, and that the 
rates for conveyance by merchandise train did not 
therefore apply. The Company admitted that 
a charge of 10/. 195. lid. was made in the 
first instance by error, but it was subsequently 
reduced to 8/.

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainants. 

The C*ompany maintained that the com- 
plainants were not entitled to a lower rate for 
their siding traffic than is chai^zed fcx* station 
trafic, as the Company were entitled to charge 
for the st t \ i ors rendered at the «iding, and the 
traffic had to hs taken to the Company *s station 
and ti^nted there as stati<m traffic.

In correspondence, the Company stated that 
the rate of 21 jr. 8<2. per ton charged in 1892 was 
an error, the correct rate being 32j. 6</. ; that 
in some forms chloride of zinc was of a 
poisonous and corrosive character, but having 
been assured by the complainants that the 
traffic consigned from Church had little or no 
corrosive property, they had arranged with the 
Companies concerned to put in foree a special 
rate of 22^. 9(f. per ton for full truck loads to 
London. No such traffic appeared to have 
been conveyed by the Company from Black- 
bum. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
eomplamants, from whom no further communi- 
cation was received. 



The Company stated that the Companies 
concerned acceded to a request made prior to 
1893 for an exceptional rate for lime salt from 
Neath to Manchester in 4-ton lots, and that as 
soon as an application had been received for 
an exceptional rate from Rhymney Junction to 
Manchester an arrangement was arrived at to 
charge a rate of 15«. \0d. per ton, to operate 
respectively from Ist January 1893. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, who requested the Board of Trade to 
urge the Company to make the reduced rate 
applicable from 1879, but the Board of Trade 
informed him that they did not consider that 
they could properly take any further action in 
the matter. 

The Company replied that they did not, as a 
rule, supply waggons for the conveyance of 
minerals, and that they had a special objection 
to sand being conveyed in the ordinary mer- 
chandise waggons. An exception in this 
respect had existed at Pontefract, but at the 
end of 1892 the complainant was invited to 
provide waggons of his own. 

The Company stated that no communication 
could be traced as having been receive<l from 
the Midland Railway Company, but that there 
would be no objection to the complainant's traffic 
being consigned to stations on their line from 
the Midland station at Pontefract.

It was stated tbat 
upon traffic with which complainants had to 
compete lower rates were in force than those 
charged to complainants for traffic going timi • 
lar distances. It was suggested that certain 
collieries in the district should be grouped for 
the purpose of rates. 

The Companies contended that it was not 
practicable to exchange the traffic at Brig- 
house, nor would it be reasonable to expect tbe 
London and North-Western Railway Company 
to haul it to that point. With regard to traffic 
said to be carried at lower rates than com- 
plainants for similar distances the Companies 
asserted that the places to which it was con- 
signed were in a different direction to Halifax, 
and that no short-distance charge came in. 
Tbe charge complained of was within the 
Companies' maximum powers, and waa con 
sidered by them to be a reasonable one. 

Tbe Board of Trade considered that the Com- 
panies would be justified in making some 
concession, and that it could be done without 
prejudice to other colliery proprietors. Tbe 
representatives of tbe Companies promised to 
consider the matter, and it was understood tbat 
tbe parties would endeavour to arrive at an 
agreement between themse'ves.

The complainants then inquired whether the 
Board of Trade had power to alter the regu- 
lation, and were informed that any alteration 
could only be effected by an Act of Parliament. 

After considerable correspondence a conference 
was held at the Board of Trade. The com- 
plainant urged that the old rates of 2s. 9d, per 
ton to West Mill and 2s. \0d. per ton to 
Buntingford with a minimum load of 4 tons 
were too high, that these rates had been in • 
creased 2d. per ton, and that the minimum load 
had been raised to 6 tons. 

The Company admitted that the rates for 
manure had been increased, but stated that on 
other articles the rates had been reduced. 
Practically, the minimum load had not been 
altered, as the Company always expected to 
have 6 tons in a truck, and an average taken 
for one month Nhowed that over 6 tons per 
truck were conveyed. 

The Company declined to revert to the old 
rates, but offered to reduce the increase by Id. 
per ton. This the complainant refused to 
accept as a settlement, and subsequently he 
lodged a complaint under the Railway and 
Canal Traffic Act, 1894. 

Complainant appeared to have had previous dis- 
putes with the Railway Company as to payment 
for various consignments, with the result that 
the Company had withdrawn his credit account. 

With regard to the particular consignment in 
question, they therefore required payment before 
delivery of the goods. The Company stated that 
they had, on more than one occasion, informed 
complainant of their readiness to accept payment 
on account at the old rate, but for reasons of his 
own he had refused to accept the goods. Com- 
plainant, on the other hand, asserted that it was 
not until a month after he had refused the goods 
at the increased rate that the Company offered 
to accept payment at the old rate on account. 

Complainant subsequently informed the Board 
that the Company had sold the bacon and ten- 
dered the balance, which he refused to accept, 
at the same time making a claim for the full 
value of the bacon plus estimated profit on the 
sale. 

The Board then informed him that they were 
not empowered to adjudicate upon his claim 
against the Railway Company, and called his 
attention to the provisions of the Railway and 
Canal Traffic Act, 1894, then under the con- 
sideration of Parliament. 

The Company in reply described the consignment 
as 150 sheep, not lambs, and supported the 
action of the North-Eastern Railway Company, 
at whose station the sheep were loaded, in 
utilising *' medium " trucks, as 50 sheep could 
not be conveyed in a '* small" tmck of 13 ft. 
6 ins. inside measurement without great cruelty. 
Further correspondence ensued with the 
complainant and the Railway Company and the 
North-Eastern Railway Company as to the 
capacity of a " small " track, and ultimately the 
Board of Trade informed complainant that they 
were not in a position to take any further action 
and that they had no power to require the 
Railway Companies to grant free passes to 
dealers and men in charge of live stock. 

The Company replied that the rates charged were 
the same as those in force in 1892 and previous 
years and were well within the maximum 
powers. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

In reply the Company stated that they had no 
objection to through rates from the ports of 
Cork and Waterf ord.

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to Mr. Field, M.P. 

The Railway Companies replied that they could 
not accept the proposed rate of 2s. 6d. i>er ton, 
but were willing to quote a rate of 8s. Od. per 
ton, to include the fixed charge of 6d. per ton 
made by the Ship Canal Company for hauling 
and tipping. The Manchester Ship Canal Com- 
pany considered the proposed rate fair and 
reasonable, and were willing to accept it. 

A conference was then held between the 
parties at the Board of Trade, at which the 
Companies were urged to re-consider the matter. 
It appeared that the complainants took the 
traffic from their sidings to Pinnox Junction, 
from which point the Companies carried it, and 
consequently there had been some misunder- 
standing as to the distance. 

Subsequently the Railway Companies intimated 
that they were willing to put a rate of 2s. 9d. in 
force from Pinnox Junction, to include the 
charge of 6d. for hauling and tipping at Parting- 
ton. The complainants, however, replied that 
such a rate was unsatisfactory and that they 
intended to take the matter before the Railway 
and Canal Commission. 

Considerable correspondence took place, in which 
the Company pointed out that the complainants 
had admitted that they benefited by the revised 
rates on their traffic, including pigs, to the extent 
of about 600/. per annum, and that the rate to 
London was considerably below the Company's 
powers and was not an increased rate. 

A conference was heM between the parties 
at the Itoard of* Trade, and subsequently the 
complainants stated that a compromise had been 
arrived at by which they agreed to pay the 
increased rates and the Railway Company agreed 
to reduce the rate to London by U. per ton. 
The complainants attributed the satisfactory 
termination to the action of the Board of Trade, 
and expressed their thanks. 



Both Companies replied that the principle of 
charging a relatively higher rate for ** small 
parcels " than for consiiignments of greater weight 
had been recognised by Parliament in the Sates 
and Charges Order Confirmation Acts, 1891 
and 1892. The charges as shown on certain in- 
voices forwardftd by complainant were in accord- 
ance with their powers. 

A copy of the replies was forwarded to com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company stated that special low rates were 
in force for such articles as gravel, chalk for 
agricultural purposes, stable manure, and other 
merchandise of a lower value than coal, and 
that the rates charged upon coal from the Dock 
were in every case below the maximum powers, 
and in many cases considerably so. 

After further correspondence, in which the 
Great Eastern Railway Company stated that the 
rates from the collieries were on a lower mileage 
basis than those from the Dock by reason of the 
much longer distance travelled, the correspon- 
dence closed. 



In reply the Company pointed out that in the 
statutory classification, potatoes in bulk or in 
sacks were in Class C which covered the 
traffic in old potatoes, while new potatoes would 
come under vegetables in Classes 1 or 2, 
according to packing.

A copy of the reply was sent to tlia eom- 
plainants, who asked whether the Company had 
power to make a special charge for potatoes 
during the three months mentioned, to which 
the Board replied that they were not aware of 
any provision which restricted the Company 
from charging different rates within the aatho- 
rised maximum at different periods of the 
year. 

The Company replied that they delivered th« 
complainants' traffic at the sicUng in qaeition« 
but that as regards traffic consigned to other 
traders there was no lack of acconunodation for 
the reception or delivery of such traffic at th« 
Company's depots or sidings. 

The Company therefore considered the com- 
plaint was without reasonable foundation. 

In reply to a further letter from the com- 
plainants the Company adhered to their view 
and the correspondence then ceased. 

The Company stated that prior to 1892 the rate 
was 29s. 2d. per ton, including collection and 
delivery, which nnder the new powers eoold 
have been increased, but which the Ounpany 
reduced to 255. 6d. per ton. The rate was cer- 
tainly a reasonable one. 

A copy was sent to the complainants, and after 
some correspondence as to the method of cal- 
culating the maximum rates chargeable, the 
correspondence ceased. 

The Company explained that the siding at Plum- 
stead was the freehold property of the coal 
merchants referred to, and that the Company 
had no rights over it, and that the sidii^^ at 
Charlton was put in at considerable cost to the 
coal merchants in question by arrangement with 
the Company. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further commnnieation 
was received. 



The Company in reply stated that all the points 
in dispute had been fhlly discussed at a meeting 
between their goods manager and complainants' 
representative, and pointed out that the distances 
given by complainants were ^ as the crow flies," 
the actual distance by rail in one case, viz., from 
Dartford to Orpington, being 20 miles. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 



The 0>mpanj replied that they could not grant 
the special rates desired, as by so doing they 
would be open to a serious charge of preference, 
which they could not successfully defend. 

At the request of the complainant a meeting 
was held at the Ik)ard of Trade which resulted 
in the Company being asked to consider whether 
they could not quote special rates for consign- 
ments of traffic comprised in a particular class. 

The Company subsequently replied that thej 
were not in a position, nnder all the circnmstanoea, 
to agree to this proposal. 

The Board of Trade then suggested that both 
parties should agree to test the legal question 
before some tribunal, to which the complainant 
assented. The Railway Company rephed that 
they could not agree with the suggestion as they 
were advised that unless they were prepared to 
extend the same facilities to all traders they 
would be in a position they could not saccesifall j 
defend. 

The Company replied that complainants' credit 
account was closed because it was much below 
the minimuii monthly limit fixed by the' Com- 
pany as a condition on which credit aocounts

Considerable correspondence ensued as to the 
increased rates, in the course of which the Com- 
pany stated that the special plaster rates (4-ton 
lots) in force in 1892 were practically unaltered, 
while the plaster rates generally had been 
adjusted to the entire satisfaction of the local 
traders, who did 99 per cent of the business. 
They also contended that ovring to the paucity 
of trafSc complainants' request for the qnotadon 
of special rates to certain places mentioned was 
unreasonable. 

Subsequently the Company stated that the 
matters in dispute appeared to be questions of 
fact as to what rates had actually been charged 
on various consignments, and could be adjusted 
without the intervention of the Board of Trade. 
Certain concessions had been made in the rates 
to pottery towns for 2-ton lots of plaster, but as 
these concessions had recently been made many 
of the discrepancies referred to by the com- 
plainants were due to this fact. 

The correspondence then ceased. 

After some correspondence a conference between 
the parties was held at the Board of Trade. 
It appeared that the rates tor many years past 
had been 41. per ton for quantities under 10 cwt., 
3/. 105. for quantities between 10 cwt. and 
2 tons, and a further reduction of 6«. Sd. per 
ton for all quantities over 2 tons in one con- 
signment. The Companies stated that the 
principal difficulty in the way of a reduction 
was the enormous foreign competition of fmit 
landed at Goole, Hull, and other places. The 
Companies considered that a reduction of the 
rates would not benefit the complainants, as it 
would be followed by a reduction of the foreign 
rates. It was arranged that the complainants 
and the Companies should confer together to 
go into the question whether a reduction would 
benefit the complainants. 

The London, Chatham, and Dover Railway 
Company subsequently stated that ample 
inquiry had been made and meetings had been 
held with all the Railway Companies interested 
in the home fruit-growing industry, and the 
conclusion of the Companies was that there was 
no guarantee or proof that a reduction of rate 
would result in increased traffic, that any 
reduction would probably be followed by a 
reduction of the foreign rates, that the present 
rates leave a bare margin of profit to the Com- 
panies, that the services were exceedingly 
onerous, and that a reduction of the rates from 
Kent might constitute an undue preference over 
the other fruit-growing districts. 

The Board of Trade asked the Companies to 
reconsider their decision and to give the com- 
plaint fiivourable consideration, and in reply the 
Board were informed that at a further meeting 
of the Companies, at which the matter was 
discussed, it was felt that no reduction could be 
made for the reasons already given. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainants, and at their request the 
Board of Trade issued a certificate under section 
7 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, 
to enable them to submit the complaint to the 
Railway and Canal Commissioners. 

The Company contended that as the distance was 
395 miles, the rate, which included collection 
and delivery, was not by any means unreasonable. 
The maximum powers chargeable amounted to 
5/. 165. per ton. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainant, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 

The Company replied that in view of the light 
and bulky nature of the traffic they considered 
the chaigs, which was ut the rate of 24«. 7d. 
per ton, and included cartage at both ends, was a 
reasonable one. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to the 
complainant, who then lodged further com- 
plaints as to the charges for conveying emp^ 
casks between Birmingham and Norwich and 
Colche&ter and Edinburgh.

knowledge of the charge of 6d. per ton which 
it was alleged the raerchunts at the depAt asked 
complainant to pay, and presumed it was a 
suggested arrangement between the parties. 

The complainant contended that he was 
entitled to cart away coal from the trucks in the 
depAt in his own conveyance without the 
medium of a middleman, to which the Company 
replied that they had open depots at Cremome 
and Shepherds Bush, at either of which com- 
phiinant was at liberty to take delivery of coal 
consigned to him. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainant, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 



A meeting between the parties was held at the 
Board of Trade. The uadesirability of taking 
the proposed step while the Bill to revise the 
maximum tolls chargeable,which was then before 
Parliament, was under consideration,was pointed 
out on behalf of the Board of Trade, and the 
representatives of ihe trustees decided to suspend 
the notice pending the consideration of the 
matter at a general meeting of the trustees. 

No further communication upon the subject 
was received from any of the parties. 

The Company stated that there were formerly 
two rates in force for bar-iron to Sheffield, viz., 
an ordinary rate of \0s. lOd, per ton, and a 
special rate of 8s, 2d. per ton for imported bar- 
iron. Attention having been drawn to the 
somewhat anomalous character of the special 
rate the Company considered that they could 
not properly continue to charge it, and it was 
therefore cancclle<l in the course of the general 
revision in February 1893. The Company also 
stated thnt any alteration of the ordinary rate 
was out of the question, as the traffic carried 
under that rate was very large. 

The Board of Trade offered to arrange a con- 
ference between the parties, but the Chamber of 
Commerce considered this unnecessary, as the 
complainant had decided, in view of ihe Com- 
pany's reply, to ship his traffic to Hull and 
thence by canal to Sheffield) and so deprive the 
Railway Company of the carriage. 

Complainants contended that the Company had 
publicly announcod their intention to restore the 
old rates. They pressed this contention at a 
conference held at the Board of Trade, but on 
behalf of the Company it was asserted that such 
a course with reganl to the rate in question 
was impossible. Previous to the passing of the 
Rates and Charges Order C-onfirmation Acts, 
1891 and 1892, wines and spirits in casks were 
conveyed at a reduced Class 2 rate on the 
London, Brighton, and South Coast Railway, 
while on other lines Class 3 rates were charged. 
In the new classification this traffic had been 
placed in Class 3, and this was the cause of the 
increase of the rate. 

Complainants afterwards lodged a similar 
complaint under section 1 of the Railway and 
Canal Traffic Act, 1894. The »oard informed 
them that having failed to bring about an 
amicable settlement the determination of the 
complaint now restcnl with the Railway and 
Canal Commissioners. 

The Company replied tliat prior to 1893 the 
ordinary rate for grain from Stockton to Not- 
tingham was 15». per ton (4-ton lots). There 
was also a special rate of IO5. per ton (4-ton 
lots) applicable to through traffic from the sea, 
but when the rates were re\nsed in February 
1893 they decided to charge a rate of 125. 6d. 
per ton, applicable to all traffic. The rate of 
IO5. Bd. mentioned by complainants was quoted 
in April 1894 in error by the Company's 
Stockton agent. 

The complainants stated that a certain amount 
of traffic was sent from Stockton to Nottingham 
on the basis of the IO5. 6d. rate, and as a settle- 
ment they offered to pay the IO5. 6d. rate on 
consignments up to the end of May 1893, and 
at 12.t. 6d. for all after that date.

Further correspondence took place, in which 
the Company said they could not go beyond the 
offer they had made to accept lOs. 6d, on con- 
signments in April 1893 and 128. 6d. afterwards. 

The Company replied that at a meeting of the 
Railway Companies it was decided that the 
existing rates were so low, having regard to 
the services rendered, that they did not admit 
of any differential rate being qu«jted for the 
conveyance of milk of an inferior quality. The 
Conipany also pointed out (1) the difficulty of 
distinguishing between ** ordinary ** and 
"separated" milk; (2) that cream rates were 
based upon " weight " and not, as with milk, on 
" quantity," and stated tliat the proposal of the 
complainants would initiate a new principle of 
charging rates varying according to the quality 
of the article. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was receiv^. 

After some correspondence the complainants 
informed the Board that a meeting had been 
arranged with the Company at which they 
hoped to effect an amicable settlement. They 
thanked the Board for their action in the 
matter. 



The Railway Company contended that no com- 
parison could be made between the Glenboig 
siding and the Grartverrie siding. The former 
siding was constructed by the Railway Company 
on land sublet to them by the Glenboig Com- 
pany for the purpose of improving the connec- 
tion with the Glenboig works and facilitating 
the Railway Company's shunting operations, 
and that it was an improvement adopted for the 
Railway Companjr's own purposes and in addi- 
tion to the then existing connection, which still 
remains. 

The Gartverrie siding was the only connec- 
tion with the complainants' works, and in 1887 
the Railway Company agreed with the com- 
plainants to accept an annual stmi for ten 
years, in payment of the annual charge under 
the original agreement. 

The Board offered to arrange a conference, 
but the complainants did not accept the offer. 



The Company replied that as no application was 
received for a through rate the consignment of 
straw in question was charged at the ordinary 
Class 3 rate. The Company considered, how- 
ever, that a reduction might be made, and said 
they would communicate with the North- 
Eastem Railway Company and afterwards see 
the complainants. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further conunu- 
nication was received. 

The Company contended that the effect of the 
revision as a whole on complainants' traffic was 
to decrease the amount payable to the Company. 
With regard to the rates enumerated in com- 
plainants' statement, the charges on the traffic 
sent under the rates in question during the 14 
months ended February 1894 had been calcu- 
lated on the basis of the old and new rates, and 
the net result showed an increase of less than 
one-half per cent. Further correspondence 
ensued as to the accuracy of the various rates 
qmoted, but eventually the complainants in- 
formed the Board that the questions at issue 
had been satisfactorily adjusted by the Com- 
pany in the main reverting to the old rates. 
They cordially thanked the Board for helping 
to bring about this result. 

The Company replied that although there might 
be cases in which the rates for such traffic were 
at present higher than they were formerly, the 
tendency of recent revision had been reduction 
rather than increase.

They pointed out that the differences between 
small and large truck rates were made by 
Parliament after the traders had been heard at 
great length, and contended that in the instances 
quoted the actual differences between the 
existing small-truck rates and large-truck rates 
were not only within the powers authorised by 
Parliament but were less than the differences in 
force in 1892. Bearing in mind the distances 
and services rendered the rates were fair and 
reasonable. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to Mr. Bumie, M.P., and subsequently 
the South Wales Cattle Dealers communicated 
with the Board. In support of their complaint 
they quoted the actual rates charged for the 
conveyance of various consignments of cattle, 
and stated that prior to 1892 the Company 
based their charges upon the number of beasts 
consigned, whereas at present they were charged 
accox^inff to the description (small, medium, or 
large) of truck used. Consequently on account 
of the size of Welsh cattle the alteration in the 
method of charging had increased the cost of 
consignments of 10 or more beasts. 

The Company replied that for the convenience 
of traders it was formerly their custom, when a 
truck of the smallest size could not be promptly 
provided, to carry 10 "store" beasts in a 
medium or large truck and to charge them at 
the rate for a small truck, and when a " medium" 
truck was required and could not be imme- 
diately provided, 12 " store " beasts were carried 
in a large truck at the rate for a " medium " 
truck, the traders having represented that the 
loads named were such as could be carried in a 
"small" or "medium" truck respectively, if 
such trucks had been available. Since the 
passing of the Great Western Rates and Charges 
Order Confirmation Act, 1891, the necessary 
truck accommodation had been provided, with 
the object and result of relieving the traders 
from all restrictions as to the number of animals 
that might be carried at the different truck 
rates, excepting only the proper holding capacity 
of trucks of the dimensions stated in the Act. 
The Company also contended that generally the 
cattle rates charged from South Wales to the 
Southern, Eastern, and Midland Counties were 
well within the reduced maximum powers of 
the Companies affected, and, tnick for truck, 
were frequently lower than the rates in force in 
1892, and that they were in all respects fair and 
reasonable. 

A copy of the Company's letter was for- 
warded to complainants, from whom no further 
communication was received. 



Considerable correspondence ensued, in the 
course of which the London and North-Westem 
Company stated that the matter was one more 
particularly concerning the Laneashire and 
Yorkshire Company, and that they were pre- 
pared to agree to any arrangement which might 
be arrived at by the parties.

The Lancashire and Yorkshire Company 
contended that the siding formed part of their 
station at Blackburn, and that they were 
entitled to make a ** station terminal *' charge, 
and stated that in respect of unloading performed 
by complainants the Company had offered a 
rebate of 2d. per ton. 

The complainants disputed the right of the 
Company to charge for station terminal, and 
the Board of Trade stated that as the question 
was a legal one they had no authority to 
express an opinion. 



The Company replied that there was no service 
of goods trains from Medstead on Sunday and 
it would not pay them to run such a service. 
The complainant could adopt the same eourse 
as that adopted with similar traffic from the 
Isle of Wight, Dorchester Line, and other 
parts of the railway, and send the sheep on 
Saturday. They would be delivered to the market 
authorities on Sunday morning, who would see 
that they were watered and duly attended to 
in their lairs. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to the complainant, from whom no 
further communication was received. 



After some correspondence, the complainants aid 
the Railway Company reported that as the 
result of an interview a mutual and satisfiustory 
arrangement of the points in dispute had been 
arrived at, and the complainants thanked the 
Board of Trade for their assistance in the 
matter. 



The Company replied that they were unable to 
alter the general conditions of the scales in 
operation m favour of complainant. A copy 
of the reply was sent to the complainant. 



The Company replied that they were not aware 
that any obligation rested upon a Railway 
Company to weigh traffic except for their own 
purposes in assessing charges, and further they 
considered the provision of a weighbridge 
capable of weighing 15 tons qoite ample for a 
station such as Famham. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to the 
complainants.

That the rate for con- 
veyance of milk from 
Widdringtou to New- 
castle District had been 
increased from hi. to id. 
per imperial gallon. 



That the increased rates for 
the conveyance of cattle 
from Doncaster to Man- 
chester were unfair. 



That although thermo- 
meters and barometers 
packed in boxes were con- 
veyed at owner's risk, the 
railway companies still 
charged 25 per cent, above 
the ordinary rate for 
parcels, whereas prior to 
1893 this class of traffic 
was conveyed at com- 
pany's risk. 



(1.) That rebates for cart- 
age or sheeting and on- 
sheeting in respect of 
traffic (ale and casks) 
forwarded and delivered 
at complainants* private 
siding were not allowed. 

(2.) That although 
complainants' casks were 
in accordance with the 
" Burton specification " 
they were charged com- 
puted weight in excess of 
that charged for Burton 
brewers' casks. 

The complainants also 
claimed a rebate from the 
North British Railway 
Co. for loading services. 

That the rates charged for 
the conveyance of bricks 
and slates from West 
Kirby to Hoylake had 
been increased from 6<f. 
to Is. pec ton. 



That the Company declined 
to reduce the station to 
station rate of 9«. %d. per 
ton (4 ton lots), charged 
for the conveyance of 
manure and materials for 
manufacture of manure 
from Birkenhead to 
Thonffsbridge, a distance 
of 75f miles. Complain- 
ants pointed out that the 
station to station rate 



The Company stated that the increase was due 
to the cancellation of an arrangemect by which 
the milk from Widdrington to Newcastle, a 
distance of 23} miles, was charged on the 
20 miles scale, and the substitution of the usual 
local scale for milk, viz. : — 

Up to 20 miles, Jrf. per imperial gallon. 
21 to 40 „ Id. 

In view of recent legislation, the Company 
could not take the risk of restoring the old rate. 

Complainant urged that Company should 
continue to charge the old special rate, having 
regard to quantity consigned, but the Company 
in reply stated that they had no further 
observations to offer. 

The Board of Trade informed complainant 
that a Bill (Railway and Canal T^ffic Act, 
1894) was then under consideration of Parlia- 
ment with respect to increased rates. 

In reply the Companies agreed to revert to the 
rates in force in 1892, as desired by the com- 
plainants. 



The Railway Companies' Association replied that 
no alteration had been made in the classification 
of these articles for conveyance by goods train 
since the 31st December 1892. When sent as 
passenger train parcels they were conveyed, in 
consequence of the special character of the 
goods, at owner's risk, and charged 25 per cent, 
above the ordinary parcels rates, the same as in 
1892. 

In a further letter the Railway Companies* 
Association stated that the whole matter had 
again received the most full and careful atten- 
tion of the companies concerned, and that thev 
could not undertake the conveyance of the 
articles except at owner's risk, and that the 
special care necessary in the handling and 
separation frt>m the ordinary parcels more than 
justified the small addition to the rate. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 

The Companies replied that the computed weight 
of casks of the Burton brewers was subject to 
an agreement with the English companies, under 
which certain average weights were accepted. 
The Scotch companies had an agreement with 
all the Edinburgh brewers (33), except com- 
plainants, under which somewhat different 
average weights were fixed in relation to the 
rates charged. The complainants were not 
entitled to rebates for sheeting and unsheeting, 
as the rates charged did not include chaiges for 
these services. 

With regard to cartage, the Caledonian Com 
pany agreed to a rebate of U. 5d. per ton. 

A meeting between the parties was held at 
the Board of Trade but an amicable settlement 
could not be effected. 



The Company, after some delay, stated that ratea* 
satisfactory to the complainant had been ar- 
ranged. The complainant also informed the Board 
of Trade that the Company had reverted to the 
old rates and thanked the Board for their 
services. 



The London and North- Western Company replied 
that as complainant as a rule despatched his 
traffic from Birkenhead by the Cheshire Lines 
Committee, they were hardly interested in the 
matter, and in a further letter, after having 
communicated with the other companies con- 
cerned, expressed regret that they had been 
unable to arrange a modification of the existing 
rate. 

The Cheshire Lines Committee stated that

128, Bd. per ton, and the rate actually charged 
was therefore a very favourable one. 

The Board then offered to arrange a confer- 
ence, but the complainants did not accept the 
offer. 



The Company stated that the complainants, 
before commencing their service in June 1894, 
advertised a bi-weekly service of steamen 
from Waterfonl to Manchester, but they did 
not carry this out, as the Wednesday sailings 
had been discontinued, and the Sunday boat 
was so irregular in its hours of departure that 
on some occasions it had not arrived in the port 
of Waterford until after it was due to sail from 
thence to Manchester. They had given the 
complauiants unusual facilities, having allowed 
them, free of charge, a berth at the North 
Whar^ Waterford, and also received traffic 
consigned by their route notwithstanding that 
the Company had been advised that they were 
incurring grave resiionsibility in accepting 
goods for conveyance by a Steamship Company 
so irregular in its service. 

With regard to tlie alleged diversion of traffic 
the Company stated that owing to the non- 
arrival at Watcrford of complainants' steamer 
at the advertised time of sailing, a consign- 
ment of butter intended for them was sent 
by the only available steamer, viz., that of the 
Waterford Steam Ship Coni[)any, in order to 
save the butter, and to enable it to be in Man» 
Chester in time for the market. The Company 
were not prepared to favourably consider the 
question of through rates until the complainants 
gave evidence of their ability to perform the 
service with punctuality and without avoidable 
risk of loss. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded t« complainants, from whom no further 
communication was received. 



The Company replied that the charge for haulage 
was in accordance with an agreement made 
between the several railway companies and the 
War Department in 1881, and that if objection 
was taken by the War Department to continuing 
the agreement or any condition therein, formal 
notice should be given to the companies. 
The Company had already informed the War 
Department that if the transfer of the traffic 
was made at the entrance to the Arsenal and 
the Dockyard, the present haulage charge 
would be reduced from is, Sd, per ton to Is. 
per ton, as less ser>'ices would be required from 
the Company. 

The War Department then stated that they 
not only objected to pay haulage on stores 
carried under the said agreement (which formed 
a small percentage of the traffic), but also on 
all stores conveyed in trucks to or from the 
Arsenal or Dockyard when charged at the 
Company's ordinary class rates, provided such 
rates include the ortlinur^- charges for collection 
or delivery and tiTminals. Further, their 
objection applied to stores, &c. delivered 
** carriage paid," as the War Department 
indirectly paid for haulage on all such goods. 
They considered the haulage charge inadmissible 
where the Company did not deal with the 
traffic at the goods station and really took no 
part in collecting, delivery, loading, unloading, 
&c. 

The Company, in further correspondence, 
stated that they only made a charge for services 
performed. They not only provided sidings to 
partly deal with the traffic at their goods 
station, but had, by special engine, &c., to 
make a deUvery into the Arsenal or Dock3rard. 
If it was desired to alter the agreement 
notice must be given by the War Department. 
With regard to traffic not carried under tht 
agreement, a special haulage charge had always 
been made and paid if the rate charged was a

been made if the rate charged was a collected 
and delivered rate. 

Subsequently a meeting was held at the 
Board of Trade between the parties but an 
amicable settlement could not be arrived at. 



The Company stated that brood mares when 
travelling for breeding purposes daring the 
months of March to August, inclusive, and 
completing the outward and homeward journeys 
withm these months, were chargeable for a 
double journey (whether with or without foal) 
at the single rate for an ordinary horse, plus 10 
per cent., no charge being made for the foal. 
The companies agreed in June 1894 to extend 
the arrangement to include the months of 
January and February. No rebate could be 
allowed to complainant, as the charges made 
for the consignment in question were in accor- 
dance with the arrangements existing at the 
time for traffic with England. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainant. 



The Company, in reply, stated that when errors 
did occur, there was no difficulty whatever in 
getting them rectified. The overchai^ com- 
plained of was undoubtedly due to a clerical 
error, which was explained to complainants, and 
the amount refimded. The circumstances in 
connection with the alleged overcharge for 
carriage of two bicycle wheels were under in- 
vestigation. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to complainants, from whom no further 
communication was received. 



After correspondence a conference was held at 
the Board of Trade. The Railway Companies 
stated that there were two routes — vi& Carlisle 
or vid the Solway Junction Kailway — that the 
rates were fixed according to the distance by 
the shorter route, vid Solway Junction Rail- 
way, and that by this route the distance from 
Brayton Colliery was 5 J miles less than from 
the complainants* colliery. 

It appeared, however, that a quantity of 
traffic firvm Brayton Colliery was conveyed vid 
Carlisle, and that by this route the distance was 
about the same as from the complainants' 
colliery, and the Board of Trade suggested, as 
a settlement of the complaint, that the Com- 
panies should consider whether they could not 
group the collieries at equal rates. 

This suggestion was repeated in subsequent 
correspondence, but was not adopted by the 
Companies. The Companies, however, suggested 
as a compromise that the rates by the Solway 
Junction route to stations on the I'ortpatricic 
and Wigtownshire joint lines should be reduced 
by Sd. per ton, which would still leave the rates 
from Brayton Colliery Sd, per ton lower tliun 
the rates from the complainants* colliery. 
The Maryport and Carlisle Railway Company 
subsequenUpr stated that the complainants had 
accepted this offer as a settlement. 



The Company replied that owing to an error on the 
part of the forwarding company the consign- 
ment was charged at the rate applicable to 
inflammable liquids having a flash point under 
73° F., viz., S6s. Sd. minimum charge as for 1 
ton, but on learning that the naphtha would not 
give off an inflammable vapour under 150'^ F., 
the charge was reduced to the Cbss 2 rate of 
258. \0d, per ton on the actual weight. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received.

That the charge made' for 
a consignment of nine 
sheep from Ashford to 
Northfleet and Gravesend, 
viz., IZ.

That borate of soda 
(borax) should be in- 
cluded in the "Alkali 
List" with other prepa- 
rations of soda, which 
would result in Class C 
rates being charged 
instead of Class 2 rates 
as at present. The com- 
mercial value of several

•* Alkali List '* corre- 
sponded with, or was less 
than that of borax, and 
until recently the com- 
plainants had consigned 
borax as soda. 

That the Companies had 
granted ~ a competitor

The Company replied that every effort was being 
made to provide increased accommodation, and 
that they intended to seek Parliamentary powers 
in the ensuing year (1895) to acquire a suitable 
site at Brighouse. At Elland they had recently 
constructed a new passenger station, and were 
now engaged in dealing with the goods accom- 
modation. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

Considerable correspondence took place upon the 
complaint, and a conference was also held at the 
Board of Trade. 

The Companies stated that the rate complained 
of was a group rate applicable to a large district 
in Scotkuid, and that it was much below the 
maximum powers, and that the specially low 
rate for salmon alluded to had been agreed to 
under great pressure. The Companies and the 
complainants differed as to the proper method 
of calculating the maximum through rates 
chargeable, and the Midland Railway Company 
offered to agree with the complainants to test 
the question before the Railway and Canal 
Commission, but the complainants were not 
willing to take this course. The complainants 
also strongly ui^ed that the Board of Trade 
were empowered under Part T. (Perishable 
Merchandise by Passenger Train) of the 
Railway Rates and Charges Order Confirmation 
Acts, 1891 and 1892, to determine the amount 
of the rate, but the Board of Trade replied that 
they did not agree with this view. Finally the 
complainants were informed that the Board of 
Trade did not think it would serve any useful 
purpose to continue the correspondence. 

The 0>mpany replied that the circumstances 

governing the ^ respective traffics were widely 
ifferent, the low rate charged for traffic from 
Bridgwater to Bristol being due to active water 
competition. They considered the rate to Flax 
Bourton fair and reasonable, that it compared 
favourably with the rates to other stations in 
the same district and in other parts of the 
country, and that it was within the statutory 
powers. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to the 
complainant, from whom no further communi- 
cation was received. 

The Company replied that the old rate of l^d. 
per head applied only to consignments of large 
numbers of sheep, and therefore, would not 
have applied to the consignment of nine sheep. 
The charge made was similar to that nuide for 
the same distance by several of the northern 
railway companies. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to the 
complainant, from whom no further communica- 
tion was recived. 

The Railway Companies Association replied that 
the Companies could not see their way to place 
borax in the ** Alkali List." 

A meeting was held at the Board of Trade 
between the representatives of some of the 
borax manufacturers and the Railway Com. 
panics, at which the complaint was discussed. 
Subsequently the Railway Companies reduced 
the classification of borax to Class 1 and 
included borate of lime in Class C, and the 
complainants stated that the manufacturers 
were satisfied with the concession for the 
present, though it was not as much as they 
had hoped for. 



The North-Eastem Railway 0>mpany replied 
that they had not refiised special rates, but had 
granted a special rate for traffic between York 
and Burscough, and were in communication 
with the companies interested in regard to the 
rates between York, Manchester, and Disley. 

The Lancashire and Yorkshire Company 
stated that they had, in response to an applica-

2d. per ton, a conference was 
proposed, but was postponed, as the Company 
hoped to come to a satisfactory arrangement 
with complainants. 

No further communication has been received 
from the parties. 



The Company replied that a special rate of 
12s. 6d. had been granted for deals, battens, 
&c., as the traffic was continuous. No con^ 
signmcnt of chair-bottoms had been conveyed 
by them for some considerable time ; but the 
rate chargeable on, such traffic was the ordinary 
Class C rdte of 15«. 9rf. per ton for two tons 
and upwards. 

The complainants then stated that, owing to 
the high rate demanded, the whole of their 
traffic to Liverpool and ^lanchester was sent by 
steamer, but that, if the Company would accept 
12s. ed. per ton, it could be sent by rail. Sub- 
sequently, the Company requested complainants 
to fiimish a guaranteed estimate of their traffic, 
with a view to the consideration of a special 
rate. 

No further communication was received from 
either of the parties. 

The Company replied that they had 31 trucks 
weighed at both ends, and compared the weights 
at King's Cross, in order to prevent any possible 
agreement between the stations. The results 
were, that 1 1 of the trucks were more than the 
invoiced weight, and 20 trucks were less. The 
Ck)mpany contended that if, during transit, any 
wet or moisture in the manure evaporated as 
was the case in hot weather, the complainant 
should bear the loss. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to the 
complainant, from whom no further communi- 
cation was received. 



The Company stated that the rate from Bristol 
to Highworth was well within their statutory 
powers. It was also considerably less than the 
rate usually charged for similar distances in 
other parts of the country, and compared 
favourably with other rates to neighbouring 
stations. A reduction in the rate would have 
the effect of disturbing the rates in the district 
generally; and, under the circumstances, they 
were not prepared to make a reduction. The

exceptional cireumstances, on the representa- 
tions of the merchants at Cirencester, to enable 
them to draw their supplies of grain from the 
port of Bristol as well as from the port of 
Gloucester. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company replied that their contract to carry 
was made with the consignor, who relieved the 
Company from all responsibility ai to rate, 
weight, and conveyance, and who undertook, 
under a formally executed deed of covenant, to 
prepay the carriage. The Company also stated 
that as a weighbridge at Swanley Junction was 
not necessary to the Company as carriers, they 
were under no legal obligation to provide one, 
and that if they did provide one, the consignees 
would have no right of free user. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company in reply quoted the following 
extract from the contract under which they 
contended the goods were accepted, viz. : ** The 
" Company will not, under any circumstances, 
*' be liable for loss of market or other claim or 
** damage arising from detention or other 
" cause," and submitted that they were not 
treating complainant in an oppressive or un- 
reasonable manner. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to 
complainant, from whom no further communica- 
tion was received. 



The Company stated that recent alterations at 
Buntingford Station prevented the loading of 
long timber, but promised to consider the 
possibility of again rendering the station 
available for such traffic. Subsequently the 
Board of Trade were informed that the Com- 
pany had arranged to receive timber at the 
station, and the complainant thanked the Board 
for their action in the matter. 



The Company replied that they had always 
charged per imperial gallon, which they con- 
sidered was the proper way of charging, and 
they did not propose to alter the practice. 
They had no information of the practice of 
other companies. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant. 



The London and South ^ Western Railway 
Company stated that they were willing to 
concur in any arrangement that might be made 
between the applicants and the Great Western 
Railway Company. The latter Company 
pointed out that a sin ular complaint had already 
been dealt with (see No. 11, page 16), and 
instanced the concessions they had made upon 
Plymouth traffic. 

A copy of the replies was tent to the com- 
plainants, and they were informed that the Board 
of Trade were unable to effect an amicable 
settlement. 



The Company replied that the dealers at the time 
of booking have the option of consigning their 
cattle at the Company's or ordinary risk rate, 
but that they invariably elect to consign at the 
reduced or owner's risk rate.

Tiiat the arrangements of 
the Railway Company 
for loading timber were 
unsatisfactory. 



The Company stated that complainant*s traflSe 
had been charged at Class C rates, although in 
the event of hay not being sufficiently pressed 
to allow of loading 2| tons in each truck. 
Class 1 rates were chargeable. They added 
that complainant had been charged precisely 
as other traders, and pointed out that, calculated 
at Class 1 rates, the charges on complainant's 
traffic would exceed the amount actually 
charged. They had only one size of truck, viz., 
13 ft. 4 ins., but all new trucks and old ones re- 
built were made 14 ft. 

A conference was held at the Board of Trade, 
but as complainant declined to pledge himself 
not to take legal proceedings for the reDOvcry of 
the amount claimed and to leave the matter 
in the hands of the Board of Trade, the 
Company's representative in view of possible 
litigation declined to disclose the Company's 
views. 

The Company were asked to reconsider the 
complaint, and subsequently stated that having 
done so they did not see how they could make 
any special concession in favour of the com- 
plainant. 

The complainant thanked the Board of Trade 
for their action in the matter. 



After some correspondence a conference was 
held at the Board of Trade. The North Staf- 
fordshire Railway Company stated that the 
rate of 9s. 5d. charged to Liverpool was a 
substantial reduction on the old rate, was 
reasonable, and had recently been agreed to 
by the complainants. 

After discussion. Sir C. Boyle suggested 
that the rate might be reduced to 8*. 3d. 

With regard to the rate to Northampton, the 
Companies offered to reduce the existing rate of 
14*. 2d. to 12*. 6</., station to station, 2-ton 
lots, and 13*. 4cf., station to station, any 
quantity. 

The complainants were willing to accept 
these rates if the Companies would agree to 
the rate to Liverpool suggested by Sir C. 
Boyle, but the Companies were not prepared to 
agree to this. 

Further correspondence took place, which 
did not result in an amicable settlement of the 
complaint. The complainants subsequently 
lodged a complaint with the Railway and Canal 
Commission with regard to the rate to Liver- 
pool. 



Tlie Company replied that owing to a brisk 
revival in the timber trade in October, they 
were unable to immediately execute all orders 
received, and with regard to the cases quoted, 
they pointed out that as neither of the stations 
mentioned were provided with powerful cranes 
for loading timber, it was necessary to send 
special travelling cranes for the traffic. Every 
consideration consistent with orders received 
from other traders had been given to com- 
plainants' traffic. The complainants were 
liberally treated, and had no just cause for 
complaint. 

After some further correspondence, the 
complainants stated that as the Company were 
now treating them much better, they saw no 
reason to prolong the correspondence, and 
thanked the Board of Trade for taking up the 
nuitter.

It appeared from the Companies' replies that the 
bull was conveyed by passenger train viA 
Wimbledon and Croydon in the absence of 
through booking arrangements, and was charged 
accordingly. The Companies agreed, however, 
to reduce the rate to that chargeable by the 
shorter route, viz., viA Guildford, and to return 
the sum of 14s. 6</. 

The complainant thanked the Board for 
their action in the matter. 

The Company stated they could not admit that 
any allocation of waggons to particular sections 
or traffics which it had been found expedient 
to make had had any prejudicial effect upon 
the supply of waggons to eomplainants. In 
support of their contention they stated that 
during the last five years the output from 
tomplainunts* works showed a continuous 
increase. Tbey admitted that owing to the 
undue detention of waggons at dep6ts and 
shipping ports, &c., the supply of waggons was 
occasionally insufficient, but every effort was 
made to meet the requirements of all traders 
alike. 

A. copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainants, from whom no further communica- 
tion was received. 

Both Companies contended that owing to the 
varying conditions of the traffic no fair com- 
parison could be made between the ratea 
charged for coals and for bottles, and that the 
fact of the bottles being second-hand did not 
warrant any alteration in their classification, as 
whether the bottles were old or new the serviees 
perfonned by the Companies were identical. 
They considered the rates quoted were reason- 
able, and speaking generally they were the 
same as those in force in 1892, but in the ease 
of Liverpool a substantial reduction had been 
made, and if there was likely to be any traffic 
to Manchester in quantities of 4 tons and 
upwards, some reduction could probably be 
made.

the rates were all higher than from Dundee. 

The complainant contended that Dundee did 
not receive the benefit of its geographical posi- 
tion, the differences between the rates being 
insufficient,' having regard to the shorter dis- 
tances from Dundee. 

The Board of Trade offered to arrange a 
meeting to discuss the complaint, but the com- 
plainant did not appear to think that this would 
be of any use, and asked the Board to express 
judgment upon the complaint. The Board of 
Trade pointed out that the power to determine 
complaints of undue preference rested with the 
Railway and Canal Conmussioners. 

The Company replied that they had communicated 
with other Companies interested, but no altera- 
tion in the rate had been arranged, and it did 
not appear likely that the rate would be altered. 
A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, who stated they had noted the 
contents. 

In correspondence, both Companies stated that 
the difference in the arrangements had existed 
for very many years, and that it was not infre- 
quent for such arrangements to vary at different 
towns, as the result of the growth of years, and 
according to the particular circumstances of 
each place. The charge was made only when 
goods were required to be warehoused by the 
Companies, and as all traders at any particular 
place were treated alike the complainants were 
not prejudiced. 

The complainants contended that they suffered 
from the difference of treatment, but the Com- 
panies adhered to their views. 

The Company replied that the facts did not bear 
out the statement that the rates were excessive, 
and that an examination of the complainants' 
account showed that their trade had consider- 
ably developed under the rates in operation. 
With regard to classification, the Company 
stated that it had been settled by Parliament, 
after very full inquiry, and that two of the 
articles mentioned were in a lower class than in 
1893. The Company considered the rates 
charged fair and reasonable, reductions having 
been made where possible, and stated that, upon 
the whole, the charges were substantially less 
than in 1892.

The Railway Companies' Association replied that 
it was not practicable to distinguish between 
cheap wood overmantels and others more 
valuable, and that there was no uniformity in 
the practice of sending overmantels, as in some 
cases they were sent fitted up and polished, and 
so required the oame care in transit as the best 
furniture. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that formerly the rates 
were grouped, but under the Great Western 
and Midland Railways (Severn and Wye 
&c.) Transfer Act, 1894, the powers of the 
Companies for through traffic were reduced, 
which made it necessary to discontinue the 
grouping and to charge upon a mileage basis. 
The distance from Whitecroft being five miles 
less than from Wimberry the rates were 
reduced, but the complainant's rates were not 
increased, the rate to Nailsworth, in fact, being 
reduced. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Railway Companies' Association stated that 
although screws are in the third class of the 
Parliamentary classification, considerable modi- 
fication of the class rates were made in favour 
of screws when sent in quantities, but that if 
the complainants find in any case that their 
trade is affected by the rates charged and 
communicate with the Companies concerned, 
their suggestions would have friendly consider- 
ation. 

A copy of this reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that the bull mentioned in 
the complaint was conveyed strictly in accord- 
ance with the terms of the Act, except that 
instead of charging the full truck rate, the 
Company only charged part truck rate, which 
is the arrangement on all the railways in the 
United Kingdom. 

A copy of this reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, who was at the same time informed 
that the Board of Trade had no authority to 
express any opinion on the legal question 
involved. 



The Railway Companies* Association replied that 
the classification adopted was that authorised 
by Parliament, except that machines and imple- 
ments not packed and sent in one-ton lots 
had been reduced one class, that considerable 
reduction of the rates were made when machines 
and implements in the third or fourth class were 
sent at owner's risk, and that engines and 
machines returned to makers for repairs or 
to be replaced, or returned from hire, were 
conveyed at half rates.

After considerable correspondence, both parties 
reported that an amicable settlement had been 
arrived at, and the complainants thanked the 
Board of Trade for their intervention. 



The Companies replied that the system in force 
prior to March 1st, by which traders were 
credited with the waggons that were promptly 
released, and an average taken monthly of the 
detention^ exceeding four clear days, for which 
a charge of Is, per truck per day was made, 
had not the desired effect of keeping the railway 
sidings clear, and afforded facilities for keeping 
certain trucks under load for unreasonably long 
periods. To remedy this the Companies had 
decided from the 1st March to abolish the 
averaging arrangement and to charge each 
truck kept on the Railway Companies' sidings 
more than four clear days, the reduced charge 
of 6d, per truck per day. 

A copy of the replies was sent to the eom- 
plkinants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company replied that if a sender wished to 
avail himself of passenger-train service it was 
only reasonable that ordinary passenger-train 
rates should be paid. If complaint of delay to 
a previous hamper sent by goods train had been 
made at the time inquiries would have been 
made to prevent, if possible, delay in future.

The Company stated that they were authorised 
by their Act to make a minimnm charge of 3«.

The Company replied that the arrangement with 
the complainants by which the traffic was 
invoiced to Llynclys, but delivered at Oswestry, 
was a private one, and if discontinued would 
simply mean that the amount of rent paid by 
complainants for the extensive premises they 
occupied in the Company's yard wonld have to 
be reconsidered.

In correspondence the Company contended that

without making arbitrary deductions.

The complainant contended that he was 
entitled to through rates by the shorter route 
and inquired what were the powers of the Board 
of Trade in the matter. In reply he was in- 
formed that the power to enforce through rates 
under Section 25 of the liailway and CanalTraffic 
Act, 1888, rested with the Railway and Canal 
Commissioners, the power of the Board of Trade 
being limited to an endeavour to bring about an 
amicable settlement, and that, if he wished, the 
}k)ard of Trade would make a further attempt 
to bring about a settlement by means of a 
conference. 

No further communication was received from 
the complainant upon the subject. 

The Company pointed out that complainants had 
nothing to do with the collection at Johnstone 
and stated that the Glasgow and South- Western 
Railway Company refuse<l to allow any collec- 
tion rebate, as the seiTice was performed by 
their locomotives from a siding.

The 
complaint was almost exclusively directed to 
short-distance traffic, on which Parliament, after 
full discussion, deliberately increased the Com- 
paiiy's toll powers ; and throughout the pro- 
ceedings it was assumed on boti^ sides that the 
maximum charges would be the actual charges.

was in accordance with their Rates and Charges 
Order Confirmation Act, that the charge was 
reasonable, and that the fish dealers at Frome 
and Warminster were in a better position than 
prior to 1893, as the rates had been reduced. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company replied that the matter had re- 
ceived the consideration of the Railway Com- 
panies on several occasions, but the difficulties 
of the Railway Companies in distinguishing 
between separated milk and ordinary milk were 
so great that they had not seen their way to 
make a distinction in the rates charged. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

After some correspondence, a meeting between 
the parties was held at the Board of Trade, and 
eventually an amicable settlement was arrived 
at. The complainant thanked the Board of 
Trade for their action in the matter. 



Both Companies stated that they had no such 
scale of charges ns that mentioned by com- 
plainant. The London and North-Westem 
Company also pointed out that the system of 
charging the same rate for varying distances 
was recognised in the Company's Rates Act, 
and stated, with regard to the comparisons of 
rates made by the complainant, that in one case 
the rates were similar and not different, as 
stated by the complainant, and that in the other 
case the Company were in communication with 
the joint committee of tlie Loudop and North- 
Westem and Great Western Joint Railways, to 
see if any modification could be made. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainant. 

The Board of Trade subsequently understood 
that the Railway Companies reduced the rates 
to the level of those charged from Lancashire 
and Derbyshire.

The Company replied that when the revision 
was made, it was foimd that the complainants 
had been enjoying the benefit of the contract 
tolls, although not entitled thereto, as their 
works were more than half a mile from the 
canal, and that as the contract tolls only 
applied to works situated ** upon or near to the 
canal," the Company could not continue the 
contract tolls without creating an tmdne pre- 
ference. 

The complainants contended that their works 
were sufficiently near to the canal to receive the 
advantage of the contract tolls, and asked the 
Board of Trade to express an opinion upon the 
question and upon the question of undue pre- 
ference. 

The Board of Trade replied that they had no 
power to express an opinion upon the legal 
questions involved, but offered to arrange a 
conference to discuss the complaint. 

The complainants replied that they would 
write again if they should decide to avail them- 
selves of the ofler. 

In the correspondence which took place the 
Company stated that, as the traffic passed over 
the Churchbridge Branch, it was not entitled to 
the benefit of the contract tolls, and con- 
sequently the contract tolls could not be 
applied without creating an undue preference. 

The complainants asked the Board of Trade to 
arrange a meeting to discuss the question of 
the construction to be placed upon the Com- 
pany's act, to which the Board replied that, as 
the question was a legal one, they regretted they 
were unable to take mis course. 

The Taff Vale Railway Company stoted that 
both Companies had considered the complaint, 
and had offered to put much lower rates in 
operation. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, who subsequently stated thst they 
had come to an amicable arrangement with the 
Companies, and they thanked the Board of 
Trade for their action in the matter. 

The Companies contended that there was no 
ground for the allegation that the rates were 
excessive, and that the suggestion that the 
packages should be charged ror separately was 
imwonLable. 

A copy of the replies was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communica- 
tion was received. 



In the correspondence which took place the 
Company quoted Class A and B rates to certain 
stations, and with regard to rates to private 
sidings, they offered complainant choice of two 
methods on which the rates should be fixed. 
The Company also stated that complainant's 
traffic was stone in Class R, and did not estab- 
lish his demand for Class A rates. 

The Company replied that the cost of carrying 
butter from Copenhagen to Sunderland was not 
a fiur test of the reasonableness of the chaise 
from Limerick, and that they believed the 
through rate from Liverpool to Simderland was 
reasonable, and could not be reduced. The 
Company also stated that they were not aware 
that the absence of through rates from Iiimer- 
ick led to any substantial practical inoonvenience 
to traders. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to the 
complainants, frY>m whom no further commimi- 
cation was received. 

After correspondence a meeting was held between 
representatives of the complainants and of the 
Railway Companies.

some conversation the representative of the 
complainants stated that his opinions had been 
modified by the explanations made at the meet- 
ing by th«; Railway Companies, and he did not 
proceed further with the complaint. 

The Company stated that the method of charging 
on the long ton would be contrary to their Canal 
Tolls and Charffes Order Confirmation Act, 1894, 
and that the difficulty as regards drainage did, 
not exist, as the salt in question was sent in 
blocks, perfectly dry, from the works, and 
increased, rather that otherwise, in weight by 
reason of absorption of moisture from the 
atmosphere. There was no valid reason for 
an allowance for wasta^ since, assuming that 
a portion of the salt did run off into the bilge 
water in the bottom of the boat, it was carried 
over the canal and the Company were entitled 
to toll upon it. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ants, who replied that they did not propose to 
proceed with the complaint, as the question 
involved would be raised in another case. 



That the tolls charged on 
salt conveyed over the 
canals of the Company 
are based upon the 
avoirdupois ton instead 
of on the long ton, as 
formerly. The complain- 
ants stated that their 
customers would only 
pay toll on the quantity 
actually received, aud in 
view of the tendency of 
salt in bulk to drain and 
lose weight in transit, the 
loss in weight sometimes 
amounting to 12 per cent, 
of the cargo, they urged 
that the tolls should be 
fixed on the basis of 
avoirdupois out - turn 
weight, or, failing this, 
that the old commercial 
arrangement of a 5 'per 
cent, allowance against 
drainage should be 
adhered to. 

That on traffic going over 
the Trent and Mersey 
Canal the Company 
charged a minimum of 
2«. 6<f. per lightly loailed 
boat going for or return- 
ing after delivering a 
cargo, in respect of which 
a toll of not less than 
2s. 6<f. is going to be, or 
had been, paid, whether 
such boat passes through 
a lock or not, and tmit 
complainants failed to 
discover any authority 
in the Canal Tolls and 
Charges (No. 1) Order 
O)n£urmation, 1894, for 
the charge. 

This was practically a repetition of the complaint submitted by the £ent Fruit 
Growers* Association on May 21st, 1894, {see No. 78, page 36 jy and the 
Bailway Companies adhered to the opinion that they had expressed in that 
case. 



In the correspondence which ensued the Company 
stated that they had been advised that their 
charges were strictly in accordance with the Act 
mentioned, and that the question being a legal 
one no advantage would result from a meeting 
at the Board of Trade, or from arbitration, as 
suggested by complainants, as the award would 
notoe binding on other parties. The Company 
suggested a friendly action in the local county 
court. 

The Board of Trade informed complainants 
that the case was not one which they could hope 
to bring to an amicable settlement.

The Railway Companies' Association f tared it was 
urged by traders, and conceded by Parliament, 
that lamps in parts, being all metal, should be 
treated as hardware and put in Class S, while 
shades remained in CHass 4.

The Railway Company stated the consignment 
was loaded in two trucks and that it was the 
rule of Railway Companies generally to 
charge a minimum of two tons per truck for 
traffic in Class C. when sent from a siding. 

A copy of the reply was sent to complainants 
from whom no further communication was 
received. 



After some correspondence a meeting was held 
at the Board of Trade between the complainants 
and the representatives of the various Railway 
Companies. It appeared that the Companies 
were agreed that something should be done for 
the complainants, but they differed as to how ic 
should be done. Some of the Companies con- 
sidered that it should be by way of rebate at 
Goole as at Hull, while the North-Eastem 
and Lancashire and Yorkshire Companies con- 
sidered that the reduction should be in the rates, 
in which all Companies would share. The 
North-Eastern Company stated that the rebate 
at Hull had been allowed for very many years, 
and that it was difficult to disturb it 

The Railway Companies hoped to be able to 
arrange their differences, but at the date of 
making this report the Board of Trade were 
not aware that any agreement had been 
arrived at. 



The Company replied that the consignment 
referred to in complaint was booked at South- 
ampton at the half parcels rate of Ss, 6d. per cwt., 
but on receipt of the complaint a revised rate of 
\s. lid, per cwt. was at once arranged with the 
London and South-Westem Railway Company, 
and that the complainant was satisfied with the 
amended rate. 

A copy of the reply was sent to complainant, 
from whom no further communication was 
received. 

Both Companies replied that the rates from 
Belfast to places on the C^van, Leitrim, and 
Roscommon Light Railway were competitive 
with the rates to the same places from Dublin, 
and that consequently group rates had been 
put in operation from which the complainant 
did not suffer, as the through rate was 1 Is, 8d,, as 
against the combined local rates of I2s, 9d, 

A copy of the replies was sent to complaimmt, 
from whom no further communication was 
received. 

In correspondence the Company stated that prior 
to 1893 traffic from the stations in question was 
charged upon a different principle than from 
other places and when the rates were revised 
it was found that to apply the general rule 
would unduly increase Uie rates from these 
stations and this was obviated by allowing 20 
instead of 15 sheep as a part load. If objected 
to the only course open to the Company would 
be to withdraw the arrangement but to do this 
would not improve the position of those who 
forward to Wakefield and Manchester. If the 
Company were advised of any case resulting in 
unfair treatment to any particular trader, a 
remedy could no doubt be found. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received.

competition to Sligo, and in order to secure 
the traffic. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ant, from whom no frirther communication was 
received. 



The Company replied that they could not ch<»ck 
the weight at Brighton, as during hot weather the 
fish was very heavily iced at the starting point, 
and the weight on arrival was consequently 
much less by leakage of melted ice. The Com- 
pany had commumcated with the Manchester, 
Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway Company, 
and were informed that the invoiced weight was 
no doubt correct, and that some 5,000 to 10,000 
boxes were despatched daily from Grimsby, the 
weights of which did not appear to have been 
challenged except iu this particular instance. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, firom whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Caledonian Railway Company replied that 
the 125. Bd. rate applied to all brickmakers in 
the Scottish trade, and consequently com- 
plainants were not prejudiced in that respect. 
The Company and also the other Companies 
concerned stated that after careful consid- 
eration they could not make any reduction 
in the rate. Eventually complainants were 
informed that it appeared to the Board of 
Trade improbable that any further action on 
their part would be likely to bring about an 
amicable settlement 



The Ridlway Companies' Association stated that 
iron liquor and muriate or chloride of iron were, 
in the opinion of their chemists, highly corrosive 
to metal and other goods. The term acetic acid 
also applied to certain strengths which were 
highly corrosive. After due consideration, and 
having regard to the varieties of this traffic, the 
Railway Companies had come to the conclusion 
that the special regulations for the conveyance 
of dangerous goods must be adhered to. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to eom- 
plainant. 



The Company replied that the rate to Carron- 
bridge was well within their maximum powers. 
The special rate to Dumfries had been arranged 
to meet water competition and to prevent loss 
of traffic. 

A copy of the Company's replies was for- 
warded to complainants, who asked the Board 
of Trade to decide the dispute. The Board of 
Trade pointed out that the power to decide the 
legal question whether a Ugher rate could be 
c&ged for the shorter distance rested with the 
Railway and Canal Commissioners. 

The Company replied that the former charge 
was not 2s. Sd., but 9s. 1^., which had been 
increased to 9s. Id.^ the advance bein^ more 
than explained by ^e increase in weight of 
waggons.

Paneras, instead of being 
sent all the way by rail. 

The complainants sub- 
mitted some 20 com- 
plaints between the dates 
named, of the refusal of 
the Great Western Rail- 
way Company to agree 
to certain through rates 
for the conveyance of coal 
from complainants' col- 
lieries,on theLlanelly and 
Mynydd Mawr EUilway 
to places on the Great 
Western and other Rail- 
ways. Complaint was 
also made with regard to 
certain other matters. 



That on a consignment of 
Danish bacor sent from 
Harwich to Liverpool, 
the Company charged a 
rate of 4S«. lid,, which 
was more than the total 
of the two rates in force 
from Harwich to Man- 
chester and Manchester 
to Liverpool. 



The complainants are con^ 
tractors for the removal 
of spent lime and rubbish 
from the gasworks at 
Kensal Green, and they 
complained that the Canal 
Company had increased 
the toll on this traffic 
from January 1, 1895. 



That the rate charged for 
the conveyance of grain 
from Bristol to Swindon 
41 miles, is bs. lOd. per 
ton (4tons minimum) ; 
while from Bristol to 
Cirencester, 58 miles, the 
rate is only 4s, Sd, per 
ton. 



The Board of Trade are in commmiication with 
the parties. 



After some correspondence the Company stated 
that they had arranged a through rate to St. 
Paneras, and the complainant thanked the Board 
of Trade for their action in the matter. 



After some correspondence with the parties a 
meeting was held at the Board of Trade, but it 
was not found possible to bring about an amic- 
able settlement. 



The Company replied that so far as they knew 
it was only very occasionally that a consignment 
of bacon was sent from Harwich to Liverpool, 
and they could not admit that there were any 
good grounds for complaint, but to meet com- 
plainants they had arranged to reduce the rate 
on the consignment in question to 32^. 6<f. per 
ton. The Company also stated that the rate to 
Manchester was a very low exceptional rate 
granted under special circumstances, and it was 
quite open to traders to take advantage of this 
rate when forwarding traffic to Liverpool. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



After correspondence a meeting between the 
parties was held at the Board of Trade, which, 
after some further correspondence, resulted in 
an amicable settlement of the complaint, the 
Canal Company agreeing to revert, fit>m Novem- 
ber 1, 1895, to the old toll on spent lime during 
the continuance of the complainants' contract. 

Both parties thanked the Board of Trade for 
the trouble they had taken in the matter. 



The Company replied that the rate was fair and 
reasonable, well within their maximum powers, 
and in direct relation with those in the neigh- 
bourhood. The Company were not prepared to 
offer a reduction, as this would have the effect 
of disturbing other rates in the district. The 
rate to Cirencester was fixed under exceptiunal 
circumstances. 

A meeting between the parties concerned 
took place at the Board of Trade. The Com- 
pany stated they could not lower the Swindon 
rate, which the complainants admitted to be 
reasonable, and they did not wish to cause 
complaints from Cirencester by raising the rate 
to that plaoa. The whole circumstances were 
diiAussed without, however, effecting a settle- 
ment.

The Company replied that the distance was 33 
miles and not 17 or 18, as stated by complainant, 
and that the rate was the same as in 1892. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainant, trom whom no fhrther communication 
was received. 



The Companies agreed to reduce the rate to 7«. 
per ton, which the complainant stated was 
satisfactory. 



The Colne Valley Company stated that they were 
quite willing to reduce the rates, but the Great 
Eastern Bailway Company stated that under an 
arbitration award, dated May 10, 1870, they 
were required to charge tlie same rates between 
Lavenham and Hedingham, 25^ miles, as they 
charge between Sudbury and Lavenham, 8f 
miles. The rates from Sudbury to Hedingham 
were in accordance with the usual ^ain scale, 
but the rates from Lavenham to Hedingham 
were very low in consequence of the observance 
of the award in question. 

A c^py of the replies was sent to the com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that the practice adopted 
at Luton in March 1898, in the charging of 
parcels from different consignors to com- 
plainants as single consignments, arose under a 
misapprehension, and was, in fact, a contraven- 
tion of the Company's regulations. The prac- 
tice was not adopted elsewhere and being 
preferential was abandoned. 

In further correspondence the Ompany stated 
that it would be impracticable, as well as con- 
trary to existing regulations, and the Bailway

After some correspondence a conftrenoe be- 
tween the parties was held at the Board of 
Trade. The Chamber of Commerce subsequently 
stated that the Company had offered a reduction 
of Is, Sd, per ton, which the Chamber regarded 
as inadequate, but they had acceopted it on the 
understanding that it was not to prejudice any 
future action for a further reduction. The 
Chamber thanked the Board of Trade for their 
assistance in the matter. 

In correspondence, the Midland Railway Com- 
pany stated that the rate to Micheldever was 
affected by the shorter route viA Great Western 
Railway, but that they had arranged with the 
other Companies to reduce the rate to Alresford 
to 9s. Sd. 

The complainant, however, stated that he 
could not accept this as a settlement. 

In correipondence, the Company stated that the 
conditions under which they give credit must 
be within their discretion, and that in cases 
where it was found that traders had not signed 
the conditions they had been requested to do 
so, and that there was no reason why the 
complainants should be treated differently from 
other traders. 

A copy of the Companjr's replies was sent to 
the complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 

The Company replied that the traffic at Feather- 
stone was comparatively small and would not 
warrant the expense of maintaining a cartage 
staff, that the rates charged were exclusive of 
collection or delivery at that place, and that 
the rates were considerably less than at Ponte- 
fract, where the Company performed cartsge 
services. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the Associa- 
tion, from whom no further communication was 
received. 

The Company stated that on inquiry they 
found ^at other Companies carried the 
traffic at Class 2 rates, and accordingly they 
would adopt the same classification. 

The complainants urged tluit the reduction 
should be retrospective, but the Company would 
not agree to this. 



The Calder and Hebble Company replied that 
they had no objection to the through tolls 
desired bv the complainants, if apportioned on 
basis of the maximum powers of the respective 
Companies. 

The Rochdale Canal Company considered the 
present through tolls reasonable, and stated that 
as they had an application pendicff before the 
Railway and Canal Commission for a com- 
prehensive system of through tolls on all tiaffie, 
they thought it inexpedient to entertain any 
question of revision of existing tolls at present. 

The Railway Companies stated that they had 
no through tolls, but contended that the local 
tolls charged were reasonable. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to complainants.

rate. The Company were considering the 
quotation of lower rates for 2-ton loads and if 
arranged the complainant would get the benefit. 
A copy was sent to complainant, from whom 
no further communication was received. 

The Railway Companies* Association stated that 
auring the months of April, May, and June 
new potatoes were sent in hampers, to prevent 
the damage which would occur to them if sent 
in bulk or in sacks. These hamp<>rs occupied 
iQUch space in proportion to weight and were 
dealt with specially as perishable goods. 
During the remainder of the year, at a time 
when the ''late" districts were sending their 
new potatoes, all were treated alike. The Com- 
panies considered there was no justification for 
a demand for a reduction in the rates for an 
article specially carried in smaller quantities 
than the bulk trade. 

The complainants contended that the rates 
for 2, 3, or 4 ton lots should be the same 
in June as in other months, and proposed 
to send a deputation to the Railway Companies' 
Association on the subject. 
No further communication has been receiTcd. 

The Company replied that the prcTalence of fo^ 
on certain days had affected the regularity of 
their train serrice, but that, as the result of 
the investigation which had been made, all 
cause for complaint would-be greatly mitigated, 
if not entirely removed. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to complainants, who in a further letter 
expressed satisfaction with the results of the 
new arangements. 

The Company replied that they had arranged to 
reduce all the rates upon the basis of the worter 
route, but that they could not agree to through 
rates vid another Company's railway. 

In reply to a fhrther letter the Board of 
Trade informed complainant that the power to 
decide questions of through routes rests with the 
Railway and Canal Ck>mmissioner8. 



The Company in their reply stated that the 
objections were substantially the same a^ those 
made by Messrs. Bantock and Co., the agents of 
the Great Western Railway Company {see 
Case No. 182, page 55), and after some 
correspondence a meeting between the parties 
was held at the Board of Trade, but an amicable 
settlement was not effected. 



The complainants and Railway Company sub- 
sequently informed the Board of Trade that an 
amicable settlement had been arrived at. 



The Board of Trade brought the complaint under 
the notice of the Company, and subsequently 
the complainant stated that he had come to an 
arrangement with the Company on this and 
other matters in dispute, and he thanked the 
Board of Trade for their assistance. 



In correspondence the Company stated that after 
negotiating with other Companies, they had 
quoted rates to a number of places, without, 
howcTer, any business of importance resulting, 
and while anxious to facilitate new business, 
they could not be expected to go to the trouble 
and expense of negotiating other rates until at 
least there was a reasonable prospect of business. 
On the other hand, the complainant contended 
that his inability to quote price deliTered 
preTented his obtaining business in many 
cases.

The Waterford, Limerick, and Western Railway 
Company contended that loss and inconvenience 
were caused to traders hy the practice of the 
Great Southern and Western Railway Com- 
pany of conveying traffic on to Limerick instead 
of handing it over to them at Patrickswell, as 
recommended by one of the inspecting officers 
of the Board of Trade. 

The Great Southern and Western Company 
stated that there heing no through rates to 
Newcastle West, the box was handed to the 
Waterford Company at Limerick, who refused 
to accept it, and pay the charges due for car- 
riage to Limerick. 

The Board of Trade pointed out to both 
Companies that the cause for making such 
complaints would be removed by the institution 
of through rates. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 
the complainant. 

The Company stated that on inquiry it transpired 
that a practice had been gradually adopted by 
Birmingham manufacturers of consigning as 
" wire netting " mattresses with the wire work 
rolled around the wood work and covered with 
canvas This practice having to a certain 
extent obtained the sanction of custom at 
Birmingham, the Railway Companies had no 
desire to disturb it, and were willing, until 
further notice, to convey mattresses consisting 
of patent wire netting rolled round the wood- 
work of the spring mattresses and covered 
with canvas, at Class 2 (z) rates. MattreMes 
carried in their stretcheii state as for use, 
as hitherto, to be charged under Classes 3 
and 4. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 



The Railway Companies' Association replied that 
the two articles named were considered to be 
of a dangerous character, and that the con- 
ditions of carriage were practically the same 
as in 1892, except that they were now carried 
at owner's risk, all explosives and dangerous 
goods being conveyed on those conditions. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainant. 



The London and North-Westem Railway Com- 
pany replied that they had been in communica- 
tion with the Great Western Railway Company, 
who were equally concerned in the matter, and 
had arranged to put certain modified rates 
into operation. 

A copy of the Company's reply was forwarded 
to complainants, from whom no further com- 
munication was received. 



The Company replied that the restriction placed 
upon the loading of complainant's flat, was, 
in their opinion, absolutely necessary in the 
interests of all traders and bye-traders uung 
the canal ; that it was impossible for two flats 
of similar dimensions to complainant's to pass 
each other in the canal when drawing 4 ft. of 
water or for a similar flat and a narrow boat, 
each drawing 4 ft., to pass ; that, on the 
occasion named by complainant, the Company's 
flats were loaded to a draught of 3 ft 9 ins. 
only, and that complainant's flat, being worked 
by steam, would, when travelling, draw quite as 
much water as the Company's flats, which were 
'hauled. The sole object in restricting the 
draught of complainant's flat was to prevent 
the nsk of stoppage of the navigation.

The Midland Railway Company referred the 
Board to the forwarding (company. 

The North-Eastern Railway Company replied 
that I'Ss. 4d. was a fair and reasonable rate, 
and that the Companies concerned were not 
prepared to reduce it. 

The London and North- Western Railway 

Company replied that the practice of granting 

low rates on traffic intended for shipment, was 

an admitted advantage to the home trader, 

enabling him to more successfully compete with 

his foreign competitor. The Companies had 

not hitherto considered there was any necessity, 

or that it wns incumbent upon them, to apply 

the same rates to traffic intended for home use. 

They added that the rate of 13<. 4d. appeared 

to be very reasonable, and they could not hold 

out any hope of a reduction. 

A copy of the correspondence was sent to 

complainants, and a further communication 

from them was brought under the notice of 

the Companies. 



The Company replied that in their opinion the 
difference between the two rates was a proper 
one, and that complainants were not in any 
way prejudiced by the existence of the lower 
rate for shipment traffic, as all their competitors 
in the manufacture of packed manures were 
charged similar rates. 

In further correspondence, tlie Board of 
Trade asked the Railway C'ompany to consider 
if the great difference between the rates on 
home and export traffic could fairly be main- 
tained, to which the Company replied that the 
matter had again l)een considered but that they 
were unable to reduce the rate complained of. 

The Board of Trade forwarded a copy of the 
correspondence to complainants, and expressed 
regret that an amicable settlement had not 
been effected. 



After some correspondence it appeared, from the 
replies of the Companies, that the maximum 
powers did not amount to 35. 6d. per ton, and 
upon this being pointed out to the Companies 
they reduced the rate to 3». 3rf., but without 
prc!Judice to a right they claimed to charge for 
working the traffic from Acton to Willesden 
and back again. 

The complainants contended tliat the reduced 
rate of 35. 3d. was still above maximum powers. 
The Companies replied that the contentions of 
the complainants raised questions of a legal 
character which could not be discussed in 
correspondence. 

A copy of the replies was forwarded to the 
complainants, who were informed that it was 
not a case which the Board of Trade could 
hope to bring to an amicable settlement. 



The South-Eastem Railway Company replied 
that a through rate had bei^n arranged and the 
difference remitted to complainant. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for- 
warded to complainant, who thanked the Board 
for their assistance in the matter. 



The company stated that the object of the com- 
plainants was to induce the Company to put in 
a siding at Cogie Hill and make it a receiving 
station, or to allow complainants to put in a 
siding at a nominal rent, but the Company 
could not agree to either proposal, as the co»t 
would be too great to prove remunerative. 
The Board of Trade subsequently understood

That the action of the ! 
Tendon, Chatham, and 
Dover Railway Company 
in closing the Blacki'riars 
goods ysird to the general 
public until after 6 a.m.

ton stores siding to Liver- 
pool is above the legal 
rate. 

That the alteration in the 
method of levying tolls 
on barges navigatiucr the 
River Thames westward 
of London Bridge, where- 
by the tolls are now 
levied on the actual gross 
weight carried, inst^id of, 
as heretofore, on the 
registered tonnage, will, 
nolwithstanding a reduc- 
tion from l\d. to Ijcf. 
per ton, entail consider- 
able loss per annum to 
complainants. 



The Company admitted that a consignment of 
mussels for complainant was delayed for one 
day at Killorglin, owing io the sender refusing 
to pay freight. It wan found necessary a short 
time previously to inatruct the station-maater at 
the station named to obtain prepayment of 
freight on mussels, as cases had arisen in which 
large consignments were refused on arrival from 
one cause and another, and payment of freight 
unobtained. The station-master had now t)een 
allowed certain discretionary powers. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Railway Companies' ^Association replied that 
the Companies were of opinion that there waa 
no ground for complaint, and in reply to further 
correspondence with regard to a meeting to 
discuss the complaint, Siey stated that, inaa- 
much as the Companies had fully gone into the 
matter, and were not prepared to alter the 
classification, it was not probable that any good 
would result from a meeting. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to complainants. 

From the Company's reply it appeared that the 
station gates at Blackfriars were closed to the 
public from 6.30 p.m. to 7.30 a.ra. The Com- 
pany further stated that the area of Blackf riara 
station was small, and consequently the facilities 
and general accommodation were limited, and 
the Company's regulations framed accordingly. 
The arrangements m respect of market traffic 
were designed to meet the wants and conve- 
nience of growers both of fruit and vegetables 
at every part of the line. The London cartage 
service was very costly, and the amount received 
did not cover cost. 

A copy of the Company's reply was for 
warded to complainant, and in a further oom- 
munication the Board of Trade informed him 
that they did not appear to have any power to 
interfere with the regulations made by the 
Railway Company with regard to the opening 
and closing of the goods yard. 



The complaint resolved itself into a dispute 
whether old rails should be charged Class B or 
CJlass C rates. After some correspondence, the 
Board informed complainants that they had no 
power to decide under which class old rails 
should properly be charged. 



The Thames Conservancy replied that the present 
method of levying the tolls in question was in 
accordance with the provisions of the Canal 
Tolls and Charges, No. 6 (River Lee, &c.). 
Order Confirmation Act, 1894. 

With the object of equalising the aggregate 
amounts paid by traders under the old and new 
systems of charging, the Conservators decided 
to reduce the tolls generally. Complainanta 
traded principally between London and Brent> 
ford, and the tolls to the latter place were 
reduced from l\d. to l^d. per ton. This re- 
duction met the case of all the traders, with the 
one exception of complainants', apparently 
owing to the fact that their trade consisted 
mainly of the lighterage of coal to Brentford, 
their barges returning empty and earning 
nothing on the return voyage. The Ck)n- 
servators regretted that the alteration resulted 
in an increase of tolls in the particular case, 
but, in view of Section 175 of the Thames 
Conservancy Act, 1894, they were unable to 
make an exception in complainant^' favour. 

A copy of the CJonservators' reply was for- 
warded to complainants, who were subsequently 
informed that the Board were unable to assist 
them any farther in the matter.

The Company stated that originally the toll for 
the distance in question amount(^ to Sd., and 
not 6</., as stated by complainant, and that 
while the toll had been increased Id. per ton, 
the toll on lime in bulk had been reduced 2d. 
per ton, and that the total traffic of lime in 
bags was insignificant, being only about 200 
tons per annum. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
pUiinant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

The Company replied that the complainants 
ordered and used a large truck, but had a small 
truck been ordered, it would have been supplied 
and a charge of 1/. 12«. 4d, made. The Com- 
pany also explained the difference between the 
former and present method of charging. 

A copy of the reply was sent to complain- 
ants, from whom no further communication was 
received. 

The Midland Company replied that if the rates 
to Leicester were held to constitute an undue 
preference on account of the longer distance, 
the unpleasant alternative of increasing the 
rates to that place would be forced on the 
Railway Companies who did not see their way 
to reduce rates to intermediate places ; a course 
which would in no way benefit traders at 
rx>ughborough. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



That for the conveyance 
of coal intended for ship- 
ment from certain col- 
lieries on the North 
British Railway nystem 
to Bo'ness the rate is 2s. 
per ton, but the Cale- 
donian Railway Company 
for similar tr^c demand 
a through rate of 2s. 6d, 
per ton, with the result 
that the rate from col-

The London and North -Western Railway Com- 
pany replied that the matter was one which 
more particularly affected the Great Southern 
and Western Company. The latter Company 
stated that the lower rate to Kilkenny was 
caused by the Kilkenny rates being regulated 
by the rates charged vid Waterford which was 
only 31 miles from Kilkenny. 

A copy of the replies was forwarded to com- 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



After some correspondence with the Railway 
Company and the complainants, the Board of 
Trade informed the latter that they had no 
power to decide under which class the traffic in 
question was properly chargeable. 



The Caledonian Company replied that traffic tO' 
Bo'ness had to be exchanged with the North 
British Railway Company. The latter Company 
were applying to Parliament for power to 
acquire the harbour and docks at Bo'ness and 
the Caledonian Company were opposing, in 
order to obtain running powers to Bo'ness, and 
if they obtain ed such powers they would be in* 
a position to reconsider the rates to Bo'ness.

The Companies replied that they could not agree 
with the contentions of the complainants. 

The Board of Trade forwarded complainants 
a copy of the correspondence, and stated that 
as the complaint appeared to be based upon 
legal contentions it was not a case in which the 
Boanl of Trade could hope to effect an 
amicable settlement. 



In correspondence the Bailway Companies' Asso- 
ciation stated that the Bailway Companies did 
not see their way to alter tlie classification, but 
they were prepared to consider applications for 
special rates when the traffic was likely to pass 
in considerable quantity. 

Subsequently the complainants stated that the 
Midland Bailway Company, on whose line they 
were situated, had granted some special rates, 
and they thanked the Board of Trade for the 
trouble taken in the matter. 

The Company replied that the minimum weight 
per truck was the condition on which a low rate 
was charged, and the complainant obtained a 
greater advantage at the low rate than if he paid 
the ordinary rate on the actual weight carried. 

In further correspondence the complainant 
said his complaint was directed against the con- 
ditions applicable to the method of charging, to 
which tlie Company replied that they had 
modified the regulations fixed by Parliament. 

The Board of Trade informed the complainant 
that they had no power to act upon his sugges- 
tion to compel the Company to readjust the 
matters complained of. 

The Companies replied that they did not see their 
way to alter the pret^ent classification. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the com . 
plainants, from whom no further communication 
was received. 



The Company replied that they could not have 
granted the specially low rates in question 
without the condition that such rates should 
only apply to loads of at least six tons per truck. 
The rates were an additional facility to assist 
agriculture, and had given very general satis- 
faction, and no complaint but this had been 
made. 

After further correspondence the complainants 
stated that as the matter did not appear likely 
to be advanced by further discussion or by 
means of a meeting at the Board of Trade, 
the^ did not propose to proceed with the com- 
plaint. 

The Company replied that the milk rates were 
regulated as far as possible on a mileage scale, 
under which the same rate is charged Irom all 
places within a certain group or district, 
although such places vary in a greater or lesser 
degree in distance from London. The scale 
underwent oonsiderable reduction in August 
1894, and was still further reduced in March 
1896, and it gave general satisfaction except to 
complainant, who was certainly not prejudiced 
in any way. 

With regard to the rates for sheep special 
reduced rates were charged on fair days, when 
there was a largely increased traffic, which could 
be dealt with in a much more expeditious and 
cheaper manner than on ordinary occasions, and 
these reduced rates could not be quoted under 
ordinary cironmstanoes.

invariably grouped to- 
gether on other railways. 



That the Railway Com- 
pany declined to apply 
the provisions of Section 
21 of the Great Western 
and Midland Railway 
Company's (Severn and 
Wye and Severn Bridge 
Railway) Act, 1894, to 
traffic conveyed from the 
Severn and Wye Railway 
to places on the Ross and 
Monmouth and Wye 
Valley Railways respec- 
tively. 



That whereas formerly 
complainant was ch&ived 
Ss. 9d. per truck of nve 
cows f romTicehurst Road 
Station to Chislehurst, the 
Company now charged 
14s. 2d. for the oonvey- 
ance of but one cow. 



After further correspondence the Board of 
Trade informed complainant that the power 
to decide questions of preferential treatment 
rests with the Railway and Canal Commis- 
sioners. 

In correspondence the Companies offered to 
reduce the rate of lOs. per ton for 4-ton lots to 
9s. for 6-ton lots, but die complainants replied 
that they would only be satisfied with a rate of 
7s. 6d. per ton for 4-ton lots. 

A meeting between the parties was held at 
the Board St Trade, and it was arranged that 
further negotiations with a view to a settle- 
ment should take place between them. 

The Company replied that under their regula- 
tions the charge was properly levied. 

A copy of the Ck>mpany's reply was forwarded 
to complainant, from whom no further commu- 
nication was received. 



The Crreat Western Company replied that tiie 
rates in question were well within the statutocy 
powers of the Companies, were fair and reason- 
able, and could not be reduced, and that to apply 
the local scale to through traffic would in many 
instances result in an absolute loss. 

The Midland Company were prepared, subject 
to the concurrence of the other Companies, to 
apply their local scale to through traffic. 

The Taff Vale Company stated that the very 
small proportion they received out of the 
throu§^h rates was not susceptible of further 
reduction. 

A copy of the replies was seat to the com- 
plainant, from whom no f orthor oommnnication 
was received. 



The Company replied that in the absence of a 
through rate the local rates were charged^ A 
through rate of 8s. Id. had now been arranged, 
and the difference would be refunded to com- 
plainant. 

The complainant thanked the Board of Trade 
for the successful adjustment of the complaint 

The Company replied that the rates on soda 
crystals, &c., were much below those charged 
in 1892 ; that the articles were not invariably 
^uped on other railways ; and that the traffic 
m soda-ash and bleaching-powder was much 
greater than in soda-crystals, &c. 

After further correspondence, an amicable 
settlement was effected by the Company agree- 
ing to charge the same rates on soda crjrstals 
when sent in minimum consignments of 2 tons, 
as on soda-ash, &c. 

The complainants thanked the Board of Trade 
for their intervention and for the satisikctoiy 
settlement 



The Ompany replied that they were advised that, 
as the Ross and Monmouth and Wye Valley 
Railways did not belong to them, but were only 
leased or worked by them, the section in question 
did not apply. The Company also stated that 
since the amalgamation of the Severn and Wye 
Railway, the rates disputed had been reduced 
46 and 43 per cent, respectively. 

A copy of the correqiondencc was forwarded 
to complainants. 



The Company admitted that the rate was 14^. 2<f., 
but stated that that rate also applied to the 
conveyance of two cows, and that for lOd. more 
(15«.) four cows might be pent. The Company 
had offered to reduce the rate to 12^., but 
complainant refused to accept the difference. 

The correspondence ceased after some further 
communications with the parties.

In the correspondence which took place, the 
Company stated that the comparisons made 
were between the shortest distance in some 
cases with the longer distances in others, instead 
of by the shortest route, and that the rates to 
Gloucester and Bristol were nectssarily on a 
lower basis, owing to water competition and 
volume of traffic. The Company intimated that 
if the difl&rence between the rates was con- 
sidered too great, the low rates with which 
comparison was made would be increased. 

A copy of the correspondence was forwarded 
to the complainants from whom no farther 
communication was received. 

The Company replied that the want of accommo- 
dation and the requirements of the passenger 
traffic prevented the unloading of horses at 
other London stations than Charing Cross. 

A copy of the reply was forwarded to com- 
plainant, from whom no further communication 
was received. 

In correspondence, the Great Northern Company 
stated that the allowance of 6<f. per ton was 
made to put the Lynn traders on fair terms 
with their competitors, who deal in sea-borne 
coal; that the rate to Lynn, added to the 
forward local rate, made up the through rate, 
which was reasonable, and that the Companies 
declined to either reduce the through or the 
forward rate. 

The Board of Trade informed complainants 
that they were not able to bring about an 
amicable settlement. 

Tlie Company replied that the rate was con- 
siderably below the statutory powers, and was 
fair and reasonable, having regard to all the 
circumstances, and that the rates to the other 
places named, being on a very low basis, the 
Company could not adopt that basis in fixing 
other rates. 

A copy of the reply was sent to complainants 
from whom no fujther conununication was 
received. 

The Ck)mpanies replied that they regretted that 
the^ were unable to agree, to make any modifi- 
cation in the existing rates. 

A meeting was held between the parties at 
the Board of Trade and it was anticipated that 
further negotiations would result iu an amicable 
settlement. 



The Companies stated that they had arranged to 
reduce the rate from 26s. Sd. to 1 7^. 6d, per ton 
on the consignments that had been sent of not 
less weight than one ton. 

The complainants thanked the Board of Trade 
for bringing about a satisfactory concession on 
the part of the Railway Companies. 

The Company replied that a through rate would 
have been arranged if the complainants had 
commmunicated with either of the Railway 
Companies concerned, and that the Company 
were prepared to refund the difference between 
205. per ton, and the sum of the local rates 
charged {2\s. 5</.). 

The complainants regarded this offer as 
inadequate, and suggested 17 s. 3<f. per ton. 
Subsequently the Company ofiered a rate of 
18s. 4d., which the complainants accepted. 

The Company replied that the complainant 
claimed that the allowance should be extended 
to rates that were reduced below those in force 
in 1892, in consequence of the opening of a 
shorter route, and the Company were not pre- 
pared to admit any such claim. 

A copy of the reply was sent to the complain- 
ant, and the Board of Trade subsequently 
informed him that they doubted if they could 
usefully intervene any further in the matter.

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Report by Mr. Pelham of Proceedings under section 1 of the 

Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894. 



To THE SeCBETABT OF THE BOAED OF TbADE. 

Sib, 1st March 1897. 

I HAVE the honour to make the following report as to the proceedings which have 
been taken with reference to complaints made to the Board of Trade under section 1 
of the Railway and Canal Traflfic Act, 1894, which I was appointed to deal with on 
behalf of the Board of Trade. 

It is provided by that section, — 

(1.) "Where a railway company have, either alone or jointly with any other 
railway company or companies » since the last day of December, one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, directly or indirectly increased, 
or hereafter increase directly or indirectly, any rate or charge, then, if 
complaint is made that tlie rate or charge is unreasonable, it shall lie on 
the company to prove that the increase of the rate or charge is reasonable, 
and for that purpose it shall not be suflScient to show that the rate or 
charge is within any limit fixed by an Act of Parliament or by any 
Provisional Order confirmed by Act of Parliament." 

4( « « « 

(3.) " The Railway and Canal Commissioners shall have jurisdiction to hear and 
determine any complaint with respect to any such increase of rate or 
charge, but not until a complaint with respect thereto has been made to 
and considered by the Board of Trade under section thirty-one of the 
Railway and Canal Traffic Act, ] 888." 

« « » « 

(5.) " Section twelve of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, shall apply in 
the case of any such complaint, and in the case of any rate or charge 
increased before the passing of this Act, shall have effect as if six months 
after the passing of this Act were substituted for the limit of one year 
therein mentioned, but the Board of Trade may, if they think fit, extend 
the said period of six months with respect to any complaints made to 
them during that period.'* 

It is to be observed that the Board of Trade, as in the case of complaints made 
under section 31 of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888, have no power to enforce 
any decision as to complaints heard by them under the Act of 1894. But in the case 
of a complaint under the Act of 1894 the Railway and Canal Commissioners have 
jurisdiction to hear and determine any complaint involving the direct or indirect 
increase of a rate or charge within the meaning of section 1 provided that it has been 
made to and considered by the Board of Trade. 

The procedure which has been observed in previous years as to complaints under 
section 31 of the Act of 1888, has been followed in the case of complaints under the 
Act of 1894. As soon as possible, copies of the complaints were sent to the railway 
companies interested for their observations, but there was delay in some cases because 
the complainants did not furnish the names of the railway companies interested, or 
particulars of the rates complained of. When the replies of the railway companies 
had been received in any case, copies were sent to the complainant, who was informed 
that if he wished to proceed with the complaint, a date would be appointed for him to 
meet the representatives of the railway companies before me for the consideration of 
the matters in dispute. "Where the complainants expressed their willingness to come, 
meetings between them and the representatives of the railway companies were held. 
In the case of a few complaints not having received replies from all the railway 
companies interested, I have offered to arrange for meetings without waiting for those 
replies. I have held meetings as to 544 complaints in London, 26 in Scotland, and 
6 in Ireland. 

The number of complaints received by the Board of Trade under the Act of 1894 on 
or before the 23rd February 1895 was 1,724, Since that date 137 complaints have been 
received, making a total of 1,861. 
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It is to be observed tbat in many oases a single complaint made by one of the Trade 
Associations represented the complaints of several traders in a particular district, 
although it is counted here as only one complaint.

Particular Trades. 

It may be convenient that I should state the present position of the complaints with 
respect to some of the particular trades as to which a large number of complaints 
have been received. 

Coal. — 291 complaints have been received. The majority of these complaints relate to 
indirect increased charges. Prior zo the 1st January 1893 it was the practice of many of 
the railway companies to convey 21 cwts. to the ton. After that date the companies, 
without altering the nominal rate per ton, charged for the actual weight carried, with 
an allowance for wastage. It was recognised by some of the important coal trade 
associations and the railway companies that this important question could only be settled 
by a decision of the Railway and Canal Commissioners, and therefore, after some 
correspondence, the complainants were informed that the preliminary steps contem- 
plated by section 1 (sub-section 3) of the Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1894, had been 
duly taken to enable them to take their complaints before the Commissioners. In 
the case of other complaints relating to this indirect increase, the traders have 
been content to let their complaints rest until a settlement had been arrived at 
on the cases brought before the Commissioners. In the case of Rickett Smith and 
Company v. the Midland Railway Company judgment was given by the Commis- 
sioners in October 1895. The Midland Railway Company oflTered to apply the decision 
to all the coal complaints, but the South Yorkshire Coal Owners' Association were not 
Batisfied and took their own complaint before the Commissioners, judgment upon which 
was given in February 1897 on the same lines as the previous case. It is now hoped 
that the other complaints relating to indirect increases will be settled. 

OonoK Trade. — The larger number of these complaints were lodged through the 
Lancashire and Cheshire Conference, and a satisfactory settlement has been arranged in 
tiie majority of cases*

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Bricks and Tiles. — 60 complaints have been received. Prior to the 1st January 
1893, bricks were carried at computed weight. In the majority of the complainte 
traders complained that since the 1st January 1893 bricks have been carried at actual 
weight, which has caused an indirect increase. Considerable correspondence and 
several meetings have taken place between the South Staffordshire Brickmasters' 
Association and several other traders and the railway companies, and the matter is still 
under discussion with a view to arrive at a new computation of weight or adjustment 
of the rates. When this has been arrived at, there seems a reasonable prospect of the 
majority of the complaints being settled. 

Stone. — 65 complaints have been received, chiefly from Yorkshire and Lancashire. 
The traders allege that, prior to the 1st January 1893 different treatment was given 
to different districts by the same railway companies with regard to the computation cf 
weight, and now the railway companies have been charging on the actual weight, which 
gives an indirect increase in the rates. Meetings have taken place before me between 
the railway companies and the Yorkshire traders and also the Lancashire traders. 
With regard to the Yorkshire traders, negotiations, which are likely to lead to an 
amicable settlement, are still pending. The Lancashire traders have applied for 
certificates to enable them to take their cases before the Eailway and Canal Commis- 
sioners. These have been granted by the Board of Trade, but I understand that 
negotiations are still pending. Several individual complaints as to the rates for stone 
have been settled amicably. 

Q-RAiN AND Flour. — 147 complaints have been received. A considerable number 
relate to barley for malting purposes. Prior to the 1st January 1893 the railway 
companies charged for the conveyance of barley to large brewing centres Sd. per 
ton less than what was charged for other grain. On the 1st January 1893 the 
companies cancelled this, which they said was a preferential rate. Owing to the 
nature of the increase, the Board of Trade have not been able to bring about an 
amicable settlement of many of these complaints. In the case of 'several other 
complaints relating to British grain and flour settlements have been arrived at after 
meetings and correspondence. There are a large number of complaints as to rates for 
imported grain, very few of which have been yet settled. 

Hay and Straw. — 50 complaints have been received. The larger number of these 
complaints relate to increased rates for imported hay and straw. Several meetings 
have been held by me between the traders belonging to the Hay and Straw Merchants 
Association and the railway companies, and negotiations are still pending. In 13 cases 
settlements have been arrived at. 

Timber. — 95 complaints have been received. A large number of these were lodged 
by traders belonging to the Timber Trade Federation of the United Kingdom. 
Several meetings were held before me between the Federation and the railway 
companies with a view to arriving at a solution of the general principles affecting the 
weighing and measurement of timber, the Federation wishing for one practice to be 
enforced all over the United 'Kingdom, instead of, as alleged by them, several principles 
in different parts of the country. There was also much difference of opinion as to the 
effect of an agreement come to between the railway companies and the Federation in 
March 1893 with respect to what increases should be allowed, and as to the conditions of 
carryiug. Several conferences have been held between the Federation and the railway 
companies, and I understand that several of the difficulties have been removed. One 
of the difficulties in the way of arriving at a settlement of mattei*s of principle, arose 
from the fact that many of the timber traders who made complaints were npt members 
of the Federation. After the more general principles had been discussed, several of the 
traders came to an agreement as to what was the effect of the new scale of rates on 
their own particular accounts, and at subsequent meetings, held before me, con- 
cessions were made by the railway companies which led to a settlement. 

Groceries. — 153 complaints have been received. A number of these complaints 
have been sent to the Board of Trade through the Federation of Grocers' Associations 
of the United Kingdom. Meetings have been held between traders represented by the 
Federation and the railway companies, with a satisfactory result. 51 of the com- 
plaints were lodged by the Lancashire and Cheshire Conference on behalf of Co- 
operative Societies in different parts of the country, and all these cases have been 
settled and withdrawn by the Conference. I am able to report that altogether 119 
complaints have been settled. 

Small Parcels by Merchandise Train. — ^In a large number of the coniplainlbs received 
by the Board of Trade the traders have complained of the increased cnarges througli 
the Small Parcels Scale which was put into force by all the railway compahieiS on me 
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1st January 1893. The companies at different interviews stated that they could not 
alter the scale, and it became evident that the increased charges caused by the new 
scale could not be settled until some decision had been given on the question by the 
Bailway and Canal Commissioners. The Mansion House Association lodged a 
complaint with the Board of Trade with reference to the increased charges for small 
parcels between London and Northampton, as well as increases of class tonnage rates, &c., 
which case was subsequently taken before the Eailway and Canal Commissioners, who 
delivered a judgment, cancelling certain of the ratios complained of. The Mansion House 
Association and the railway companies have not been able to come to an agreement as 
to the application of the principles of the decision in this case to the carriage of small 

farceh throughout the country, and consequently the other complaints as to the Small 
arcels Scale nave not yet been settled. 

Traders' Associations. 

Many of the complaints were sent direct by the traders themselves independently of 
any association. Others were either sent by trade associations on behalf of individual 
traders, or were represented to be made by members of these associations. In 
many cases I have received considerable assistance from these associations and 
federations iii arriving at a satisfactory settlement of the complaints. The following 
are the number [of complaints made by members of some of the more important 
associations. 

Lancashire and Cheshire Conference on Railway and Canal Rates and Charges. — 
484 complaints have been sent to the Board of Trade under the auspices of this 
oonferenoe. In each case the complaint was made jointly by the conference and the 
individual trader. Ill meetings were held by me, the traders in each case being 
accompanied by a representative of the conference. In a large number of cases the terms 
offered by the railway companies were accepted by the traders, and the settlement in 
these cases led to a large number of similar complaints being settled by correspondence. 
As a result, out of the above total 424 complaints have been settled and with^awn. 

Mansion House Assoclation on Railway and Canal Traffic — The traders affiliated 
with this Association have forwarded 351 complaints to the Board of Trade. 110 of 
these complaints have been settled. In 223 cases I have invited the traders to meet 
the railway companies at this office with a view to a settlement, but only 102 of these 
have accepted bhe invitation. 

The Association are anxious that the railway companies should settle with the 
traders on the basis of the decision given by the Railway and Canal Commissioners in 
February 1896, in the case of the Mansion House Association v. the London and 
North- Western Railway Company. Many of the traders are waiting for a general 
settlement on this basis, and have not therefore thought it worth while to meet the 
representatives of the railway companies. 

Swansea and District Freighters* Association. — ^A number of complaints were received 
by the Board of Trade from traders affiliated with this association, but it is not possible 
to give the exact numbers. Several meetings were held by me, and as a result of these 
meetings and of correspondence, as far as can be ascertained, practically all the 
complaints made by members of this Association have been settled. 

Federation of Grocers' Associations of the Untted Kingdom — 32 complaints have 
been received through this Federation. A number of meetings were held by me 
between the railway companies and the traders and a representative of the fe'deration, 
which resulted in a settlement of the complaints with the exception of 13, which are 
still under correspondence with a view to an amicable settlement, 

Timber Trade Federation of the United Kingdom. — ^Particulars as to the complaints 
made by the members of this t'ederation have already been given under the head of 
Timber. See previous page. 

Conclusion. 

In the Appendix to this Report will be found particulars of all the complaints under 
the Act of 1894 which have been settled or otherwise disposed of so far as the Board 
of Trade is concerned. 

The particulars of those complaints which are still under consideration by the Board 
of Trade will be given in a further Report.

-^ at the request of the traders 

Parliament had reduced the classification of cmeiblei 
from Class 8 to Class 2. The result of this was the 
rates for crucibles had been reduced. A typical case 
was given of a rate being reduced from 48s. id. to 
S6s, Sd. per ton. 

Complainants contended that they had a right to 
compare the present charges for crucibles with the 
rates charged in 1892 for other articles in CHass 2. 

It was pointed out that the Railway and Canal 
Traffic Act, 1894, only applied to increased rates, 
and therefore the present complaint did not come 
within the scope of the Act.
